The Board of Deputies, meeting. at 
Woburn House, London, on Sunday, 
joined on behalf of Anglo-Jewry in 
the warm welcome accorded to Her 
Majesty the Queen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh on their homecoming after 
their 50,.000-mile tour of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. 

The Deputies received with acclama- 
tion the following loyal message which 
the President, Dr. A. COHEN (Birm- 
ingham) moved from the chair: 

“The Board of Deputies of British 
Jews, the representative body of British 
Jewry. tender their loyal duty to Her 
Majesty, beg to express their joy and 
‘thankfulness on the safe return of Her 
Majesiy and the Duke of Edinburgh 
from their Commonwealth tour, and join 
the warm welcome accorded to them on 
their homecoming. 

“ The tour has demonstrated the deep 
feelings of loyalty and affection with 
which Her Majesty and her Consort ar 
regarded by her subjects who afe one in 
their devotion to her Throne and person, 
and wt has further cemented the ties which 
bind the Dominions to the motherland.” 


Triumphant Success 


In proposing to the Board for thei 
approval the loyal address, Dr. Cohen 
said: “ The wonderful demonstration by 
hundreds of thousands on Saturday faith- 
fully expressed the joyful greeting of 
citizens throughout the land to Her 
Majesty the Queen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh on their homecoming from a 
tour without parallel in us extent and 
duration. It was also recognition of the 
trrumphant success of their mission which 
must have the effect of strengthening 
more firmly the ties which bind the 
distant lands of the Commonwealth wiih 
the mother-country. Deep down it was 
an outlet to the thankfulness so widely 
felt that Her Majesty and her Consort 
are home again safe and well after the 
hazards and strains of their journeyings. —

charity. 


Widespread protests by Jews throughout the world, it is hoped here, 
may influence the Rumanian authorities to cease their persecution of Jews.

The Jewish Claims Conference has 
allocated $300,000 from German 
reparations funds to those responsible 
for the proposed Paris Memorial to 
the Unknown Jewish Martyr ihe 
grant will be paid over a period of 
two years. 

Ihe Conference will be represented on 
the Governing Board of the Orgamsation 
sponsoring the memorial project. It has 
been agreed that Mr. Schneerson, the 
initiator of the scheme, shall not conduct 
a campaign for funds in the United States 

lt 1s understood that the Conference ‘has 
also allocated $200,000 to the Yad 
Vashem Foundation in Israe! to enable it 
to begin research work and to make 
arrangements for the erection of a 
memorial building. The Yiddish Scientific 
Institute (Yivo) has been given $75,000 
for documentation ‘work in connection 
with the extermination of European 
Jewry. 

The Claims Conference Executive, it- is 
understood, has emphasised the need for 
co-operation between Schneerson’s 
group, Yad Vashem, and Yivo, to avoid 
overlapping in gathering data on the war- 
time fate of the Jewish communiics-in 
Europe,

150 JEWS GAOLED

Five mass trials of Jewish leaders 
have recently been held in Rumania. 
150 of the defendants being sentenced 
to heavy terms of imprisonment, it 
was announced here on Tuesday by 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Joint Chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency Executive 


Quoting a “confidential and 
accurate report from inside Rumania.” 
Dr. Goldmann said that the trials had 
deprived the Rumanian Jewish com 
munity of leadership and caused terror 
among Rumania’s 230,000 Jews who 
were now afraid to associate them- 
selves with Jewish causes. 

World Jewry. added Dr. Go'dmann., 
would not allow Rumania to destroy the 
organised Jewish community in that 
country. He demanded that the civilised 
world protest against Rumania’s action 
He was. he said, ready to issue a “* White 
Paper“ giving detailk of the trials and 
sentences. 


Appeal to State Department 


The Union of Rumanian Jews here is to 
appeal to the State Department, while the 
American Jewish Committee and the 
Jewish Labour Committee are considering 
possible action lo assist Jews still in

PROFESSOR S. 
BRODETSKY 


Zionist Leader Dies 


in London 


We regret to announce the death of 
Professor Selig Brodetsky, former 
President of the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, of the Zionist Federation 
of Great Britain, and of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews. He died in 


London on Tuesday morning at the 
age of 66. His wife was at his bedside. 

Ihe funeral yesterday morning at Wil- 
lesden was attended. by a gathering of 
several hundred, which included repre- 
sniatives of Zionist and other organisa- 


tions in London, and in Manchester, 
Leeds, Liverpool, Glasgow, and other 
provincial centres. The World Zionist 
Organisation was represented by Mr. 
Meir Grossman and Mr. Zvi Herman and 
the Knesset by Dr. H. Foerder, 

Ihe funeral procession, which left the 
Brodetsky home in Cromwell Road, 
South Kensington, at 10.30 a.m., reached 
the offices of the Zionist Organisation and 
Jewish Agency. Great Russell Sircet, 
W.C. (which displayed a blue and white 
flag at half-mast) at 11 and stopped there 
a short time. 

The hearse was followed by a car 
containing Mr. Paul Brodetsky, son of 
Professor Brodetsky and other relatives. 
A car with the Isracli Ambassador. Mrs 
Elath, and Mr. Gershon Avner. Coun- 
scllor to the Embassy, had an Israeli 
flag flying from the bonnet

Dr. A. Conen, President of the Board 
of Deputies, wrote: “ His activities on 
hehalf of Jewry were so numerous and 
varied that one wonders how he could 
have coped with them all in addition to 
his academic work.

would be presented jo Her Majesty 
“through the appropriate channel” in 
the name of the Anglo-Jewish 
community. 

The meeting of the Board was con- 
fined to a morning session only. 

The report of the Executive Commitice, 
moved by its Chairman, Dr. Cohen, 
recalled that the “ tentative proposals ” 
ui forward by the Tercentenary Council 
io celebrate three centuries of the Jewish 
resettlement in the British Isles had 
“envisaged the raising of a considerable 
sum. half of which would be devoted to 
the creation of lectureships and reader- 
ships in Jewish studies at British univer- 
sis and half for the training of youth 
leaders in social sciences and generally to 
promote welfare work among the Jewish 
youth.” It was the view of the Execu- 
tive Committee, the report added, thai 
“the training of youth leaders and pro- 
vision for Jewish youth should be inter- 
preted in the widest possible sense.” 

In a Statement on the Commonwealth 
Conference, which 1s to start on June 20. 
the President announced that the arrange- 
ments were “well an hand,” although 
some communites had been late in con- 
firming their attendance through fully 
representative delegations and others had 
requesied that the conference should be 
limited to one week, 


Tercentenary Plans 


During the debate on the Tercentenary 
prowcts, Mr. J. Menpet (United Syna- 
goguc) said that he was “ astonished at 
the lack of imagination” displayed on 
such an occasion, He Suggesicd that, 
like other denominations, Jews should 
also) have special chaplains at the 
universilies, and that.a Jewish publication 
society be established to encourage 
Jewish. wriers and to popularise Jewish 
lierature. 

When Mr. Mendel referred to the pari 
assigned tor the Chief Rabbi at the Ter- 
cenicnary Central Service (at Bevis 
Marks), and maintained that the proposed 
arrangements “impaired” the dignity oj 
that high Office, the President intervened 
io Say that « would not be proper to have 
a discussion on a decision which had been 
made by the Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. A. M. Moruey (Maccabi) said that 
the proposals with regard to youth were 
vague and did not go far cnough. He 
suggested ‘that the Standing - Conference 
of Jewish Youth be revived to ensure 
thai the funds raised in the name of 
Angio-Jewish youth be utilised in the 
widest possible way.

approaches to local authorities to insert 
into ther by-laws a clause which would 
have as its object the elimination of 
discrimination by employment agencies 
and prospective employers who utilise the 
agencies, agains, the employment of 
Persons because of their race, colour, of 
religion.” 


Religion of Employees 


Mr. H. Samuels (Wellington) said 
that while local authorities could insert 
such a clause, there. was nothing to 
prevent prospective employer from 
inquiring during an interview about the 
religion of the candidate. Mr. J. Dight (O'd 
Boys’ Association) said that even if that 
were 50, the position was that bodies which 
had been registered and licensed for the 
Purpose of employment should opera rc 
under laws of decency. li was no busi- 
ness of officials of labour exchanges. he 
added, to iniorm pcople who sought 
employment that their prospective 
employer objected to their religion. Dr. 
M Cornick (South West London 
District) drow attention to advertisements 
in the British Medical Journal! stating 
that only Jewish doctors need apply 

Replying to the dehate, the Chairman 
of the Committee, Mr. Lieberman 
(Brighton and Hove). explained that their 
aim was to restrict discrimination as far 
as Possible and to see that employment 
agencies did not accept advertisements 
for employment which contained dis- 
criminatory. conditions They were 
trying. in conjunction with the T.AC., 
to induce first the L.C.C. and perhaps 
the Middlesex County Council to inser! 
in their by-laws anti-discriminatory laws 

Mr. Lieberman also gave details about

Persecution of Zionists 


The Board had also before it a resolu- 
tion on what the report described as “* the 
grave-siivation in Rumania in connection 
with the trial and imprisonment of Jewish 
leaders on charges of carryine on Zionis! 
activities,” Alter the icaxit had been 
amended on the proposal of Mr. Israet

Mr. J. Pearce (Workers’ Circle) and 
Cilr. A. Worrre (Grand Order Sons of 
Jacob) opposed the resolution, which was 
declared by the President a8 carried mem 
con., despite their protests that they had 
misunderstood on what the vote had 
been taken 

In reply to Mr. M. D. Dome (Untied 
Synagogue) and Mr. S. W. Gob (Vine 
Court), Mr. Janner. stated that the 
Board would call upon its constituent 
bodies to make sure that the protest 
would be brought io the notice of the 
Rumgnian representalives im this country. 

Farher Mr. S. Terr (Hove). Chairman 
of the Erets Israel Commitice, reply 
lo a question by Mr. B. Strauss (Beth 
Chodésh Synagoguc). made a statement 
that “it ts to be deeply regretied that 
the American Government, while declar- 
ing friendship for the State of Israel and 
repeated|y announcing its desire to 
eliminate tension and re-establish peace 
in the Middle Fast. has agreed to supply 
arms to Iraq-—-a State which has continu. 
ally declared its enmity to the exisicnce 
of Israel.” 


Golf Club's Discrimination 


Replying to a question by Mr. M. 
(Hudderstield) regarding 
the refusal of the Blackpool North Shor 
Golf Club io accept Jews as members, 
Dr. Cohen stated thay as Chairman ot 
the Defence Commiitee he was of the 


opinion that the current sttuation did 


not warrant the holding of a meeting ol 
that commiticc Ihe exclusion of Jews 
from membership of a goll club was 
neither a new nor 4 unique expericnce. 
Thirty-two years ago, the President 
recalled. Jews in Leeds who had wished 
to play golf had been compelicd to 
establish a club of their own, and ther 
example had been followed by Jews in 
Other cities. 

* Throughout the past decades,” Dr. 
Cohen said. no Deputy has thought 1 
advisable to table a resolution of protest 
against anti-Jewish discrimination in a 
private club, and I fail to see why the 

lackpool North Shore Golf Club should 
be singled out for special action, since 
it does not differ from a not inconsider- 
able number of sports clubs which reject 
Jews as members or impose 4 mumerus 
clausus. 

* All right-thinking persons this 
country,” he added. condemn a policy 
which is as Unsporismanliike as it ts un- 
British, and we appreciate the fine action 
of the Capiain of the club who resigned 
in protest and the strong protest of the 
British press. To my mind tt ts undigni- 
fied for Jewish bodies tO pass resolutions 
because Jews are excluded from privaic 
organisations where their presence ts not 
desired. and it would not accord with the 
self-respect of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity for its representative institution 
to take official cognisance of the Black- 
pool North Shore Golf Club by means 
of a resolution such as that which Mr. 
Shioimovitz wished to have placed on 
the agenda. For that reason I disallowed 
it.” 
“The statement was received by the 
Deputies with applause.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE GREAT “AMEN” 


és MEN” is a word in the 
Hebrew language that is 
familiar to all. tt has a 
variety of meanings: I agree, I 


accept, | confirm, | submit, | know, 
or | swear. It is used constantly 
in our services. Properly it is the 
response of the people to a state- 
ment, Or an inspiration, or a contes- 
sion, or a hope expressed—as in 
the Bible: “and all the people 
answered and said Amen.” 

The word is used by Jew, Christian, 
and Mohammedan alike, and it has 
found its way into the language oft 
most civilised peoples Ihe rabbis 
attached great importance to its use 
as a devotional utterance. In the 
Talmud we read: “He who cries 
‘Amen’ with all his might, for him 
the gates of Paradise are opened.” 
That is. even if the worshipper knows 
no other Hebrew word—and in the 
Middle Ages the uneducated were 
mostly ignorant of the sacred language 
-the word itself was taken to be an 
act of worship 

One single word uttered in a prayer- 
ful spirit can fulfil the object of wor- 
ship. It represents the final offering, 
the acknowledgment of God's truth. 
or of His mercy. or His justice, oF 
His love 


T is true that the word’ Amen ~ is 

hardly used now, except aj the end 
of a praver. ht was tormerly used in 
ordinary speech. and merely conveyed 
agreement, as does the American 
“OK.” or the Latin placet. With 
the growth of individualism the hearty 
agreement or confirmation. is not so 
commonly heard today. Many people 
either do not trouble to consider what 
someone cise has said, so intent are 
they upon giving their own views. or 
else they find « hard to show agree- 
ment or approval at all. Only too 
widespread is the curious unwilling- 
ness to give others their due, or to 
follow or to accept where they cannot 
lead. We condemn, and rightly, the 
dreadful persistence of Russian states- 
men in saving “No But the 
humility and generosity behind the 
utterance of “ Amen —Or any other 
word we care to use-—ts sadly lacking 
im common iite 

This attitude suggests a kind of 
inferiority complex, a hiding or a 
covering up of our own weaknesses. 
an uneasy disinclination to give way, 
or to accept ideas that are not our 
own. A great lesson for us all is the 
wav the great rabbis taught: by dis- 
cussion. Thev were always generous 
enough and humble enough to learn 
from their own pupils. 

At the same time. we cannot always 


be saying “Amen” We must, and 
should, have opimons of our own. To 
be a “ yes-man,” as the Americans call 
it, to cry peace where there is no 
peace, to have no convictions of our 
own, or to be afraid to stand by them, 
causes a lot of trouble in the world, 
and leads to humbug and deceit. We 
Jews are, most of us, not im much 
danger of this weakness. Nor have 
we much of the old Jewish—and 
English—spirit of compromise. But 
we have no right to surrender our 
consciences, to say “ Amen’ when we 
want to save ourselves trouble, or [rom 
fear of Opposition. 


UT the word “ Amen ™ itself is used 
by us mostly as an affirmation of 
our faith. The word has a real, even a 
holy message It asserts our accept- 
ance, our confidence. our trust. Often 
it conveys our submission to the 
Divine decrees. It is the stamp set 
upon faith. it even reflects our 
acceptance of the great truths of 
Judaism——ves, even when we lack the 
power to understand them 
in uttering the word we are giving 
implied assent to Jewish teaching. We 
are pledging ourselves to uphold that 
teaching. “Amen” is the one word 
that joins us all together. That is 
why it means so much to us. It imphes 
the unity of the congregation, and it 
adds to its strength and its purpose. 
One day when “the world is perfected 
under the Kingdom of the Aimighty.” 
all men will join in a great “ Amen.” 
and the workers of iniquity, disrup- 
tion, and misunderstandings will have 
passed finally away

AIR TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS BY IRAQ 


‘Shocking Discrimination ’ 
From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. Barnetr JaNner (Lab., Leices- 
ter, N.W.) protested jn the Commons 
on Wednesday that the British Over- 
seas Airways Corporation (B.0.A.C.) 
had issued instructions which put diffi- 
culty in the way of Jews of British 
or other nationality desiring to travel 
to Iraq or the Far East on the route 
via Baghdad. 

He asked Mr. J. D. Profumo, 
Secretary to the Ministry of Transport 
and Civil Aviation, if he would con- 
sult with the company with a view to 
giving a directive under Section 5 of 
the Air Corporations Act, 1949, to 
ensure that such discrimination was 
not permitted in future. 

Mr. Profumo replied that the Cor- 
poration’s instructions to their staff were 
due to an Iraqi regulation of 1950, which 
had been in existence ever since. This 
stated that members of the Jewish faith 
must have special visas when passing 
through Iraq. If they have visas 
B.O.A.C. would gladly carry them, he 
added, “ bui these siaff instructions were 
issued entirely in the interest of Jewish 
passengers, to avord embarrassment and 
inconvenience.

THE ISRAELI FRONTIER 
Official Reprisal Policy Alleged 


By a Jewtsn Curonicte Reporter 


Addressing the Progressive Business 
Men's Forum in London last week. 
Mr. James Cameron. a NEWS 
CHRONICLE feature writer, who 
recently returned from a tour of the 
Middle East, including Israel, alleged 
that it had now become official Israeli 
policy that no Arab attack involving 
loss of Jewish life would be allowed 
io pass without reprisal. 

Mr. Cameron said that about ‘4500 
Israelis had been killed and wounded in 
border incidents since the armistice, and 
that the number of Arab victims might 
be even higher. The United Nations 
were powerless to conirol the situation 
on the 700-mile-long borders of Israel. 


Arabs Refuse Negotiations 


The border tension, he added, was the 
more serious as so much of Israel was 
frontier territory. In Jerusalem a retreat 
of only 500 yards by the Israelis would 
mean the abandonment of the Knesset. 

Having stressed that the Arab leaders 
had refused every single offer by Isracl 
for negotiations, Mr. Cameron said that 
the Arabs had a case but they made the, 
worst possible use of it. 

Faced with an mMiernational situation, 
he stated, where Britain was bound by 
treaty with Jordan, and was financing it 
to the tune of £10,000,000 yearly, and 
where both the Americans and the 
Russians played the Arab card, the 
Israelis felt “ abandoned.” 

Of the 25 United Nations agg of 
the Israeli-Jordan frontier, he said, 21 
lived in Jordan, where they. met not 
only Arabs but also the British officers 
of the Arab Legion. 

While the A ate Prime Minister, Mr. 
Sharett, favoured restraint, the advocates 
of an “ active” policy towards the Arabs 
were in an “‘ enormous majority.”

Obituary 


SELIG BRODETSKY’S CROWDED CAREER 


Great Services to British 
and World Jewry 


Professor Brodetsky, whose death 
is announced on page lI, had been 
unwell since the spring of 1950 when 
he had a heart attack in Jerusalem. 
After returning to England in Septem- 
ber. 1951, he took no part in public 
activities for some time, but recovered 
cufficiently to participate again in the 
Zionist work to which he had devoted 
nearly 5O years, and to give guidance 
ro the community on several Anglo- 
Jewish and world Jewish problems. 
For the last few weeks he had been 
mostly confined to his bed. 

rhe first impact made by Selig Brodet- 
«ky on the Anglo-Jewish community as a 
young man was a dramatic one. In 1908 
he won the blue riband of mathematics 
in Britain by being bracketed Scnior 
Wrangler at Cambridge ; and this achieve- 
ait by a Russian-born Jew was so 
senificant aS tO Inspire a special reso- 
lunon by the Board of Deputies and 
ediorials in the non-Jewish as well as 
the Jewish press: and when he centered 
a nugogue, with his father, on the 
Sabbath after his success the whole con- 
ercgation rose to greet them, Foi 
Brodeisky's distinction had a very special! 
ahen wmmmigration, against 
which an Act had been passed tn 1905, 
had given to the country a young citizen 
of the calibre of this boy from Ohovpol. 
m the Ukrame 

He had come to England when he was 
five. His family, living tm the East End 


was for many years poverty stricken 
There were 15 children, and many of 
them helped to supplement their father’s 


mcome as a Shammas by making and 
filline cigarette packets. From his father 
Selieo recerved his first lessons in mathe 
matics from Western books but 
fram the Talmud. He went to the Jew 
Free School, London, for his gencral 
education and to the Brick Lane Talmud 
To = for Hebrew studics, proceeded to 
the Central Foundation School.

Sclig Brodetsky began 
his career of leadership in Jewish com- 
munal and Zionist affairs-—hy was 
Warden of the congregation and Hon. 
Secretary of the Zionist Socicty.

A; Bristol, Mr. Brodetsky met his 
iluiure wile, Mania Berenblum,. who. had 
‘scuped to England trom Belgrum during 
ihe war (she was born in Bialystok) 
They were married in 1919, and in that 
year also he accepted a Lectureship at 
Leeds This led soon to a Readership 
and later (in 1924) to a full Professorship. 
He became head of the Mathematics 
Department in 1946. 

Just as he had, while a. student and 
while teaching at Bristol, devoted a large 
Part of his ime to serving his peopic 
© Sche Brodetsky continued during his 
prolessorial years. The late Sir Montague 
Burton, writing. in one of his travel 
books, of a suggestion he had made to 
ihe Professor m 1926 that he should join 
him in. business. says: “He inquired if 
he would be free to do Zionist work, 
and on being told that it would have to 
db a 100 per cent proposition, he 
Promptly dechned the offer, in spite of 
the fact that it would have meant an 

ncome equivalent to that of a Cabinet 

In 1928 he was elected a member of 
the World Zionist Executive and head of 
its political department in London, and 
for the 20 years that followed he 
travelled weekly between Leeds and 
London, packing an immense amount of 
Zionist and communal! work into his long 
week-ends in London and then taking up 
his teaching, research, and commitice 
work in Yorkshire. 

During the second of these two decades 
—to be exact, from 1940 to 1949-—he 
was the lay leader of Anglo-Jewry. by 
virtue of being President of t Board 
of Deputies of British Jews. It was a 
decade in which many problems of ma jor 
unportance faced the Board, including 
Problems arising from the war, from the 
influx of refugees, and from the situation 
in Palestine. Brodetsky’s appointment as 
President was supported by the growing 


pro-Zionist group of Deputies—who were 


dubbed the “Caucus” and whose influ- 
ence changed the complexion of the Board 
considerably. His continuation as Presi- 
dent was fek by some people to be a 
questionable one in view of his impor- 
tant world Zionist affiliations But before 
his period of office ended, the reality of 
the Jewish State united all Deputies in 
an attitude of good will to the Land of 
Israel. (In the summer of 1952 Dr. 
Brodctsky was unanimously elected an 
Hon. Member of the Board.) 

He retired in 1948 from his Chair at 
Leeds University and was made Emeritus 
Professor. In the same year he succeeded 
to the office of President of the Zionist 
Federation of Great Britain and Ireland 
vacaied by Dr. Weizmann on his goin 
to Isracl to assume the Presidency o 
the State. The appointment. following 
on Brodetsky's 19 years’ work as London 
Political head of the Agency and his 
many. services as a teading General 
Zionist, contributed to establishing him 
as the outstanding British Zionist In 
most of his activitv. whether at Zionist 
Congresses or Actions Committee meet- 
ings, he was a fanthful supporier of Dr. 
Weizmaan’s policies 


Obvious Choice for niversity 


With the establishment of the State of 
Israel the pari which Brodctsky 
would be caiked unon to play in that 
country was the subject of some specu- 
lation: but his own carcer as an educa- 


liomst, and hres keen tnterest in. the

Dr. Brodectsky took over his new duties 
during a most crouscal period in the 
development of the’ Universitv--n had 
been cxiled from us home on Mount 
Scopus, and tus dispersion to different 
parts of Jerusalem caused many admuinis- 
trative difficulties pist at a time when the 
emergence of the Siatc placed additional! 
responsibilities on the University Fack- 
ine these difficulties, Brodetsky showed 
that he was determined to secure for the 
occupant of the Presidency a more prac- 
tical Sway ove! the affairs oO} the 
institution than was provided by us 
constitution an overhaul of ‘which 
he demanded at the end of 1951 in a 
memorandum to the Board of Governors 
He also favoured a cioser association

Aithough some of his views were later 
accepted by the Board. growing diffc:

CHRISTIAN SCHOLAR 
ON JUDAISM 


Dr. Parkes’s U.S.A. Tour

Reform rabbis in the U.S.A. had 
done remarkable work in building up 
community relations, and their 
achievement in the religious sphere 
paralleled the 
work of the 
Hillel Founda- 
tion, the Anti- 
Defamation 
League of the 
B'nai B'rith, and 


other bodies in 
the secular 
sphere, the Rev. 


Dr. James Parkes, 
Anglican minister 
and an outstand- 
ng exponent of 
Jewish - Christian 
relations, told me 
in an interview 

Dr. Parkes had 
just returned from 
a three-month tour 
of the U.S.A., under the auspices of the 
Union of American Hebrew Conegrega- 
tions, a Reform group. During that time 
he travelled some 8,000 miles, lecturing in 
1S cities to Christian ministers, mostly of 
the Protestant churches. The gencral 
theme of his lecture tour was “ The Idea 
of the Chosen People in Judaism and 
Christianity.” 


Three Bishops Present 
He said that his audiences evinced the 


keenest interest in his addresses. Mosi 
of the questions asked were of a theolo- 
gical nature, but some were on Isractl. 
At Detron over 200 clergymen, including 
ihree bishops. were present at what was 
Stated to be the largest gathering of its 
kind ever held in the city. At the Uanr- 
versity. of Chicago he gave the Gilkey 
Lecture on the ttle theme of his tour, 
under the auspices of the University and 
the Hillel Foundation. 

in addition to his lecture programme 
Parkes preached in pulps of 
temples on Friday nights and. in 
churches on Sundays. On the eve of hrs 
departure he addressed a public gathering 
at the Jewish Institute of Religion in New 
Y ork. He stated that he had been 
impressed with the understanding that is 
growing between Jodaism and Chris- 
tianity, particularly in the United States. 
In America. he added. he had noted a 
spirit of co-operation beiween Jews and 
Christians in a vast field of social and 
communal reclations 

Dr. Parkes—whose latest work, “ End 
of an Exile—lIsrael. the Jews and the 
Gentile World (published by Vallentinc 
Mitchell and Co., Lid.), aroused keen 
interest im the United States—addressed 
a number of audiences on the State. of 
Israel, with spectal reference to Jerusalem 
He told me that the violently pro-Arab 
group, American Friends of the Middle 
Fast. was far more influential and had 
much greater financial backing than the 
pro-Zionist American Christian Palestine 
Commitice. 

Ihe position today in America, 
vis-a-vis Isracl., he said, was a difficult 
one American sympathy had passed 
almost entircly from the Jews fo the 
Arab refugees. Ik also had to be remem- 
bered that the countnes of the Middle 
East had been one of the big fields of 
American missionary endeavour. There 
were, too, a great many Arab students

A.J.A. MESSAGE TO THE QUEEN 
Congratulations on Commonwealth Tour

The Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, who met at Friends 
House. London, on Tuesday, decided 
to send the following message to Her 
Majesty the Queen: 

“The Anglo-Jewish Association 
present their humble duty and beg 
leave to offer their loyal congratula- 
tions to Your Majesty and the Duke 
of Edinburgh on the safe return of 
Your Majesty and His Royal High- 
ness from a brilliantly successful Com- 
monwealth tour. The Association 
wholeheartedly join in the great wel- 
come accorded to Your Majesty on 
Your Majesty's return and the expres- 
sions of loyalty and affection which 
have marked Your Majesty's visit to 
the Commonwealth.” 

In his Presidential statement, the Hon. 
Ewen E. S. Montagu, C.B.E., Q.C., 
expressed the deep sense of loss that the 
community had susiained by the death 
of Professor Brodeisky, who had given 
t wholehearted service. 

Referring to the death of Rabbi Dr. 
Marttuck. the leader of the Liberal Jewrsh 
community, the President said that some 
of them had differed from him in their 
approach to Judaism, but there had been 
no one who did not respect and admire 
him deeply as a thinker, leader, and 
Wriier. 


Israel's Anniversary 


Congratulaiing the 
its Sixth anmversary of independence, Mr. 
Montagu declared: “lt is, | am sure, 
everyone's most sincere hope that the 
British Government will use all its powers 
to help to bring about a more stable and 
healthy relationship between Isracl and 
its Arab neighbours. tt would be foolish 
lo suggest that the problem is a simple 
one or the solution likely to be easily 
come by. The relatronship between Isracl 
and is neighbours has never been right 
since the armustice, and there are no 
doubt certain fundamental matters which 
necd consideration in the armistice agree- 
ment, quite apart from the religious and 
ideological differences that cxist in the 
area. But this country and the Unned 
Siates have great influence. and both 
Isracl and its neighbours need the friend- 
ship of the West. It surcly should not 
be mmposstbie for some just and reason- 
able solution to be arrived at. Of course, 
the Arab States mus; finally and definitely 
accept Israel as a Sovereign State, and 
equally, the Israclis must appreciate the 
feelings of the Arabs.’ 

Ihe President then dealt wih the 
efforts to resiore communal unity in the 
field of foreign affairs, and expressed the

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AMENDMENT TO U.S.A. CONSTITUTION 
Proposal to Recognise “ Laws of Jesus” Opposed

National Jewish groups representing 
all sections of the Jewish faith have 
urged the U.S.A. Senate Judiciary 
Committee to reject a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution stating 
that “this nation devoutly recognises 
the authority and laws of Jesus Christ. 
saviour and ruler of nations, through 
whom are bestowed the blessings of 
Almighty God.” 

fhe amendment, introduced’ by 
Senator Ralph Flanders (Republican), 
of Vermont, is at present being con- 
sidered by the Judiciary Committee. 
it would empower Coneress to sub- 
stitute “ a suitable oath or affirmation ~ 
in the case of any citizen whose 
religion prevented “ unqualified 
allegiance” to the Constitution as 
amended; and it specifies that the 
amendment shall not be interpreted 
as sanctioning “the establishment of 
any particular ecclesiastical organisa- 
tion. or abridgment of freedom of 
religion, speech, or assembly.”

KHOKLOV ACCUSES 
STALIN 
Invented “ Doctors’ Plot” 


MUNICH 

Stalin. was personally responsible 
for mventing the Moscow ~“ doctors 
plot.” according to Nikolai Khoklov, 
the Soviet agent who gave himself up 
to the American occupation authori- 
ties recently when ordered to murder 
an anti-Communist in Frankfort, 
Betore leaving here for the Untied Siates, 
Khoklov, in an interview with R-dio 
Free Europe, denied that Ilegnaticev, the 
former Minister of State Security, had 
been solely responsible for charges 
against the Jewish doctors. He had 
merely been “ Stalin’s tool.” Because 
the “plot” was “an embarrassing 
hasco, Ignatiev had been made the 
scapegoat and removed after Stalin's 
death 

Khoklov alleged that antisemitism in 
Russia was widespread and increasing. 
Ihe authorities were doing nothing to 
halt this development. He had, said

SCHOOL 


Community's Anxiety

ADEN 

Anxiety js felt by the Jewish com- 
munity here following the decision by 
the Government that. in the event of 
the King George V School for Boys 
not being restored to its former status, 
the site of the school, which had been 
leased to the community over 40 years 
ago, would have to be returned to the 
Government The school was built 
by the Jewish communjty in order to 
commemorate the visit to Aden of the 
late King George V in 1911. 

During the anti-Jewish riots in Decem- 
ber, 1947. the school was destroyed, and 
the only schoo] for Jewish boys and gir!s 
is the Selim School administered by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. The Jewish 
community, which has. as a result of the 
riots, been reduced in wealth and num- 
bers—there are only about 850 to 900 
Jews now in Aden-—is today obviously 
not in a position to restore the King 
George V Schoo! to tts former status. 
On the other hand, the community does 
not wish to see the disappearance of the 
memorial The Jewish communal 
leaders plan, with the help of Jewry 
from outside to rebuild the school. at 
least partially, and utilise it for a Talmud 
Torah as well as a vocational training 
centre for boys to be organised by Ort 

I understand that the question of the 
future of the King George V School is 
to be brought up by the representative 
of Aden Jewry at the forthcoming Jewish 
Communal Commonwealth Conference 
in London.

DISCRIMINATION IN 
NEW YORK SCHOOLS

New Yore 

A four-vear study of the ea periences 
of over 1.300 New York State scholar- 
ship winners in seeking admission to 
universities shows. that Catholic and 
Protestant high. school graduates have 
a greater acceptance rate than Jewish 
students’, and that such ditscrimina- 
tion cannot be explained by differences 
in grades, extra-curricular activity, or 
other factors. 

These findings, based on surveys con- 
ducted by the American Jewish ¢ ONBress 
among 1,347 scholarship winners in 1950 
and 1952. show that the combined ac 


tance fates in these two years were 97.6 
per cent for Catholic applicants, 97 per 
cent for Protestants’, and 84.7 pe cent 
for Jews. A significant finding was that 
in 1950 and 1982 the publ coHeges 
opera d by the New York ithori- 
lies iccepied all appl canis in the scholar- 
ship group, regardiess of religion On 
the other hand. there was evidence to 
Suggest that the admission. practices of 


New York City and State private colleges 


did not match those of the public 
colleges. 

Summing up. the Congress said that 
Jewish high school graduates, even those 


who won State scholarships. were less 
likely to obtain admission to the school 
of their first choice than Protestant or 
Catholic graduates.

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RUMANIAN JEWRY’S PLIGHT 


By LIONEL H. BLOCH 


EWS of the heavy sentences 
on Zionist leaders’ in 
Rumania has been received 
by Western Jewry with considerable 
indignation. Most of the leading 
Zionists in Rumania were arrested 
arbitrarily two years ago, although 
this constituted a flagrant breach of 
the Peace Treaty. The question is: 
why does Rumania choose this 
moment to remind mankind of 
these abuses ? 

There is little doubt that anti- 
Zionism in the Soviet orbit is greatly 
appreciated in the Arab world, but 
this fact should not obscure the wider 
significance of anti-Zionist repressions 
in Eastern Europe. The belated trials 
in Bucharest were only the culminatin 
episode in a long battle for the sou 
of Eastern Jewry, a battle which has 
been waged relentlessly since 1944 
between those who want to impose 
assimilation by force and those who 
resist. it. Some, like the arrested 
Zionist leaders, resisted openly ; 
others, like the 150,000 Rumanian 
Jews who registered for emigration 
to Israel, made a silent protest. 


Fanatical Communists 


Speaking about the effects of anti- 
semitism, Max Nordau once made a 
comparison between Jews and certain 
intestinal germs. These germs are 
quite harmless when they have suf- 
ficient air, but become noxious with- 
out it. Similarly, argued Dr. Nordau, 
those who are deprived of freedom 
often turn against the society in which 
they live 

This phenomenon could be observed 
clearly in Rumania during the German 
occupation. Some of the victims of 
antisemitic persecutions turned not 
only against their oppressors, but 
against the social system which, in 
the:r opinion, made antisemitism pos- 
sible. Thus.'a very small section of 
the Jewish community, about 2.000 


became fanatical Communists. 
aradoxically, they also became - 
sessed by a devouring Judenselbst- 
hass. hey hated antisemites only 
because they reminded them of the 
one thing they wanted to forget: that 
they were born Jews. 

The German occupation of Rumania 
came to an end on August 23, 1944. 
The Communist Party, which emerged 
from underground, urgently needed 
supporters, and it appealed for Jewish 
support, invoking the common interest 
in defeating Nazism. Many idealists 
and opportunists responded with equal 
enthusiasm. Among them were psycho- 
pathological cases with natural inclina- 
tions towards fanaticism, and many 
exasperated middle-class failures who 
hoped to build a “new world” in 
which they could enjoy a social posi- 
tion which they failed to attain in the 
“ old society.” 


Anti-Zionist Campaign 


The Zionist Movement of Rumania 
felt that the position of the Jews who 
joined the party would eventually 
become precarious. Jews were advised 
to leave the country in which they had 
suffered so much and not to serve 
any party. In 1945 it became obvious 
that the Communists were bound to 
many energetic supporters to 
Zionism, Then, the Communists of 
Jewish origin started a violent anti- 
Zionist campaign, which their non- 
Jewish comrades hesitated to join at 
first. All Zionists were branded as 
“ reactionaries’ and “ fascists.” They 
were accused of “sabotaging demo- 
cracy. etc. 

Fortunately, the freedom of the 
press was generally respected till 1947, 
when the Communists gained complete 
contro] over the State machine. But 
until then the Zionists had a chance 
of refuting the arguments of their 
Marxist detractors The incompati- 
bility between Leninism and Judaism 
was explained in great detail in the 
Zionist. weeklies, Mantuirea (The 
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Salvation), edited by A. L. Zissu (now 
condemned to life imprisonment) and 
in RENASTEREA NoastRa = (Our 
Revival), edited by M. Moscovici 
(now serving a 25-year prison term). 
It was pointed out that, in practice, 
Communism neither tolerates the reli- 
gious traditions of Judaism nor the 
individualism of emancipated Jewry. 
As soon as the Communists came 
to effective power in 1947 they began 
a violent policy of repression. They 
appointed a new Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Rosen, who did not hesitate to use 
the pulpit for Communist propa- 
ganda. The Hebrew schools were 
closed, and the Hebrew language was 
eliminated from all Jewish schools. 
Emigration was put under strict con- 
trol. MANTUIREA, in which Zissu did 
not hesitate to condemn Anna Pauker 
(then still the most powerful figure in 
the Communist Party), was suspended. 
One after the other all Jewish papers 
were suppressed, with the exception 
of the “Jewish” organ produced by 
Communists. This paper specialised 
in anti-Zionist propaganda. 
Although antisemitism was made a 
punishable offence, it was difficult 
for any Jew to adhere to his faith 
without having to suffer indirect 
victimisation. Consequently. the great 
majority of the Jewish population 
decided to emigrate. Nolens volens. 
every Jew who rejected assimilation 
became a “ Zionist.” At this junc- 
ture the distinction between  anti- 
Zionism and antisemitism. which may 
be valid in the West, became meaning- 
less in Eastern Europe. The proposed 
exodus of Rumanian Jewry was clear 
proof of the régime’s lack of popu- 
larity, and this. was another reason 
why emigration was first discouraged 
and then prohibited. In order to dis- 
courage Zionist hopes most of the 
Zionist leaders were arrested in 1952 
Western Jewry .is now faced with 
the grave problem of exerting as much 
pressure as possible in order to obtain 
the release of the imprisoned Zionists. 
Ihe prospects of succeeding are uncer- 
tain, but the importance. which the 
Communist world attaches to world 
public opinion should not be over- 
estimated.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
JUDAISM 


Changes Through the Ages 
To the Ediior of THe Jewish CHRonIcLe 


Sirn.—The contention of some of 
your conservative-minded readers that 
the Pentateuchal laws can never be 
changed shows either wilful blindness 
to the actual facts or a complete lack 
of understanding of the development 
of Judaism through the ages. 

In realitv. the Pentateuch itself con- 
tuins many contradictory regulations, and 
these are explained by the rabbis as 
changes made to sun changed conditions. 
As the Midrash Rabbah, Devarim 4, puts 
it: “ There are many things which the 
Holy One blessed be He forbade and 
later permitted.” Joseph Albo points 
out that the phrase “an everlasting 
Siatule ” attached to some command- 
ments proves that the others are not 
permanent, and even the former (he adds) 
are only relatively permanent. 

I he Talmud tells us that the four 
prophets, Amos, Jercrnah, Ezekiel, and 
Isaiah, annulled four decrees. of Moses. 
mare. 

Indeed, the whole of the Talmud is a 
development of the Pentateuchal laws, 
and Rabbinic Judaism is as different 
from Biblical Judaism as chalk and pre- 
war cheese 

Ihe rabbis enumerate 613 command- 
ments in the Torah, Yet the Shulchan 
Aruch tthe double and often contra- 
dictory Codes of Caro and Isserlis) con- 
larn scores. of thousands of regulations. 
Where do they all come from if we must 
not add to the law ? 

And if we must not subtract from the 
law. should we not reintroduce animal 
sacrifice, Slavery, polygamy, trial by 
ordeal. etc.? Actually we find that the 
Rabbis abolished such laws as trial by 
ordeal (Num. v, 11). the ceremony of 
the heifer in the case of an unknown 
murderer (Deut. xxi, the levirate 
marriage, etc., and admitted Ammonites 
to the Congregation of Israel in spite of 
Deut. xxiii. 4.—Ch. 4 - 

These few examples chosen at random 
(and they could be multiphed almost 
indefinitely) prove conclusively, as Albo 
maintains. that the Immutabiliiy of the 
Law ts not an essential belief of Judaism. 
On the contrary, changes were made in

DISPOSSESSION OF ARABS 
IN ISRAEL 


High Court Judgment

Sirn,—Mr. Faber (who wrote in your 
issue Of last week) has unfortunate!

understood the legal proceedings. The 
complaint was not that the Israe): 
court had given judgment against the 
Arab, but that ut found itse’{f impotent 
to remedy the injustice of the Govern- 
ment in taking. under the Law ol 
Expropriation, the land of an Arab 
resident in Israel and living within a 
lew miles of his land, but prevented 
Irom cultivating it by a military order. 

No notice was given to the Arab owner 
of the intended expropriation. He applied 
to the court for an order to cance! th 
registration of the land in the name of 
the Government authority. Ihe applica- 
tion was made direct to the High Court, 
and there is no appeal. 

Though Mr. Faber is mistaken tn think- 
ing that the Arabs in Israe! have full civil 


rights, it is a good thing that Arabs can 
apply to the High Court for redress of 
gricvances if action is taken without Iega! 
authority. But the harshness in this case 
was that the expropriation law sceming:y 
permitted the authorities to take the land 
of an Arab that is not being cultivated 
where the Government itself was respon. 
sible for preventing cultivation, [fo take 
Arab land in this fashion is calculated 


to foster bitterness and so to icid lo 
violent action.

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A SACRED TRUST 


AMONG the grants announced by the 
Conference on Jewish Material Claims 
Against Germany are funds allocated to 
institutions concerned with the documenta- 
tion of the Jewish catastrophe in Europe 
during the HitLer period. As our New 
York Correspondent reports on another 
page, a sum of $300,000 has been granted 
towards the Schneerson project of a Tomb 
of the Unknown Jewish Martyr in Paris. 
There are also large sums given to other 
Jewish institutions, including $200,000 to the 
Yad Vashem in Israel. In addition, con- 
siderable sums have also been allocated to 
a number of other organisations in the 
United States and Europe which are engaged, 
wholly or in part, in perpetuating the 
memory of the millions of Jewish victims, and 
in recording both their tragedy and valour. 
All these sums are to come out of the 
£37,000,000 compensation which Germany 
had agreed to pay in fulfilment of the 
Luxembourg agreement of September, 1952. 
While there can be no objection to the 
principle, the method of spending these 
moneys would seem to be intensely disturbing 
and to call for some examination, There are 
at present alt least half a dozen acknowledged 
Orgamisations apparently engaged in ‘collec- 
ting documents on the destruction § of 
European Jewry or in work closely con- 
nected with what has become known as the 
“churban.” In this cotntry there is the 
Wiener Library, which, having been founded 
in Amsterdam in 1934 and later moved to 
London, is primarily concerned with material 
relating to Germany and Austria, having 
over 40,000 books and many valuable docu- 
ments on the tragic story of the Jewish 
communities in those countries. There is 
also the World Jewish Congress Tracing 
Bureau, claiming to contain index cards of 
some 750,000 Jewish names, with many 
valuable records on the Jewish tragedy in 
German concentration camps. In France 
there is the Centre de Documentation Juive 
C ontemporaine, also gathering official Third 
Reich documents on Nazi war crimes, and 
the new Schneerson project. An integral 
part of the latter project is that the Tomb 
of the Unknown Martyr shall. contain 
archives of the documents on the Nazi per- 
secution of Jews. There exists also the 
Jewish Scientific Institute, known as Y.1.V.O., 
in the United States, and the Katznelson 
Research Centre in. Israel. Moreover, 
and perhaps the most important, there 
is the Yad Vashem. Statute, approved 
by the Knesset only a few weeks ago. 
This enactment establishes in Jerusalem 
a Remembrance Authority, whose purpose is 
to collect all data, documents, and other 
material, to examine and publish all testi- 
mony relating to the “ disaster and heroism 
of the millions of Jews who died “a martyr’s 
death,” and to perpetuate its moral in the 
consciousness of the Jewish people. 
Logically, therefore, this authority, having 
the support and, to a large extent, also the 
machinery of the State of Israel in organising 
research on the tragic war period of Jewish 
history, is designed to supersede other 
organisations of that kind, Naturally, this 
process is bound to take time, and as long as 
the other organisations continue to do their 
valuable work they are deserving of financial 
support, But the ultimate aim must be 
co-ordination of effort and prevention of 
overlapping. Instead of encouraging the 
existing, perhaps unavoidable, rivalry between 
the various bodies, the Conference on Jewish 
Material Claims Against Germany control- 
ling the funds should have appointed a special 
commission of Jewish historians and experts 
with a view to centralising the activities of all 
these organisations. The commission of 
expertS could also organise the training of 
more research students, of which there is a 
shortage. There are still many thousands of 
documents of great importance in the Govern- 
ment archives in Britain, the United States, 
and France waiting to be examined, segre- 
gated, and added to the records of Jewish 
Instory. This ts an urgent task, especially so in 


view of the growing tendency in Germany to 
destroy wherever possible the evidence of 
Nazi war crimes and the attempt in Com- 
munist countries to rewrite history—Jewish 
history included—from a pro-Communist 
angle. To the Jewish people the records and 
documents these organisations are collecting 
are sacred, But the money that is being spent 
in subsidising them is part of the funds the 
Germans have agreed to pay in compensation 
for Jewish claims, It is but a fraction of the 
vast material losses suffered by the Jewish 
victims. It is a sacred trust, and the funds 
should, therefore, be used with discrimination. 


SELIG BRODETSKY 


THROUGHOUT Jewry, both at home and 
overseas, the premature death of SELIG 
BROoDETSKY will be most deeply mourned. 
During a period of momentous historical 
importance, he played an outstanding role 
in Jewish life, alike in Britain and in 
the wider world, and his leadership exerted 
a powerful influence on the conduct of 
affairs. In addition to his public career 
in the community, the romantic story 
of his personal and _ professional life 
itself testifies to his sterling gifts of 
character. Certain resemblances, indeed, 
may be traced between his career and that 
of CHAIM WEIZMANN, of whom he became 
such a devoted follower and loyal disciple. 
He, too, was born in Tsarist Russia, and 
from the circumstances of his upbringing 
was able to interpret faithfully the deeper 
feelings of the Jewish masses. Moreover, 
he zealously maintained the same combina- 
tion of university teaching and _ scientific 
research with propaganda for Zionism and 
the Jewish cultural renaissance. With 
characteristic Jewish tenacity and devotion to 
learning, he took the fullest advantage of the 
free institutions and educational opportun- 
ties of the country of his adoption, When he 
was bracketed Senior Wrangler at Cambridge 
University, this distinction was recognised as 
a significant happening in the evolution of 


Anglo-Jewish life. This judgment was con- 


firmed in later years when Professor 
BRODETSKY succeeded to the position of Presi- 
dent of the Board of Deputies, once held by 
Sir Moses MONTEPIORE. 

It remained to his great honour that his 
academic successes never inclined him to 
forget his Jewish heritage. Quite the 
contrary, he felt increasingly impelled to 
devote himself to the service of the Jewish 
people. His strenuous activities as a pro- 
fessor were lauded at the recent jubilee 
celebrations of Leeds University. All the 
more amazing is the work which he so 
selflessly undertook on behalf of Jewish 
interests. As political head of the Jewish 
Agency in London, President of the English 
Zionist Federation, President of the Hebrew 
University, and—-foremost of all—as Presi- 
dent of the British Board of Deputies, he 
bore the heaviest of responsibilities. The 
criticism was frequently made—and it cer- 
tainly had substance in it —that it was unwise 
for him to combine his high Zionist office 
with the office of President of the Deputies. 


It was during this period, coinciding with the: 


war years, that under his leadership the Board 
of Deputies lost something of its representa- 
tive character, becoming for all intents and 


purposes an almost exclusively Zionist body.. 


The Joint Foreign Committee was dissolved 
and the loss of influence sustained by the 
Board was largely compensated in communal 
life by an equivalent growth in the 
prestige of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 
It was only after Bropersky had left the 
Board of Deputies that it began gradually to 
encourage the return of such important bodies 
as the Sefardi, Reform, and Liberal congrega- 
tions, 


After the war, true to his lifelong Zionist 


principles, BRODETSKY accepted the call of. 


the Jewish State and settled in Jerusalem in 
order to preside over the destinies of the 
Hebrew University, in whose early develop- 
ment he had played such an active part. 
Unfortunately, circumstances prevented him 
from playing the rdle for which he seemed to 
be so richly endowed. He soon came into 
conflict with the university authorities and in 
1951 he returned to England a saddened and 
disappointed man with a broken physique. 


He was a man of tremendous energy, of 


great intellectual powers, and a determined | 


fighter for the causes in which he believed. 
He will be sadly missed far beyond the Anglo- 
Jewish scene and it is hard to believe that his 
genial countenance and friendly smile will no 
longer grace our meetings. 


SEFARDI CONGRESS 

Reports will be found, in this and last 
week's issues, of the Second Congress of the 
World Sephardi Federation which has now 
concluded in Jerusalem. The headquarters 
of the Federation are in London, and a 
leading part in its organisation has always 
been taken by the British Sefardi community. 
It will, therefore, occasion much satisfaction 
that no fewer than 11 delegates and two 
observers attended from this country, repre- 
senting not only every Sefardi congregation 
in Britain, but also the Sefardi congregations 
of Salisbury (in Rhodesia), Gibraltar, Ant- 
werp, and Brussels. Among these delegates 
were the HAHAM and Messrs. ASHER BENROY 
and Denzit SepaG-MONTEFIORE, President 
and Treasurer respectively of the Federation. 
The world-wide scope of this body is indi- 
cated by the fact that the Congress was 
attended altogether by representatives of 22 
countries, with a total Sefardi population of 
nearly 2,000,000, of whom about 600,000 are 
now resident in Israel. Official recognition 
of the importance of the Congress was given 
by the Israeli Government. Politics as such 
was debarred from discussion, The main 
theme of deliberation was the relief of suffer- 
ing Sefardim in different parts of the world, 
preparing them for emigration to Israel, and 
the absorption of the immigrants into the 
life of their new homeland. It may be hoped 
that the practical measures agreed upon by 
the Congress will hasten the accomplishment 
of these aims. The British Sefardi. com- 
munity will be particularly gratified that 
several members of the Sebag-Montefiore 
family took an active part in the proceed- 
ings. For it was the never-to-be-forgotten 
Sir Moses MONTEFIORE who was one of 
the earliest pioneers of the Jewish renais- 
sance in the Land of Israel. And the Judith, 
Lady Montefiore College, which he estab- 
lished at Ramsgate, has now become a fore- 
most centre in the Diaspora for Sefardi 
educational work. 
WOMEN’S WEEK 

SUNDAY will mark the opening of the 
seventh annual Jewish Womens Week «in 
this country. The bodies participating in 
this campaign are the Federation of Women 
Zionists, the Mizrachi Women’s Organisa- 
tion, the League of Jewish Women, the 
Union of Jewish Women, the women's 
lodges. of B'nai Brith, and the different 
synagogue ladies guilds. All these impor- 
tant bodies are co-operating to the fullest 
possible extent, and the utmost enthusiasm 
is being evinced both by the leaders and by 
the rank and file. The object of the cam- 
paign is to raise £50,000 on behalf of women 
and children in Israel. In this compelling 
cause all the participants have banded 
together with the slogan “ We shall not fail 
them,” and it cannot be doubted that the 
objective will be triumphantly achieved. 
The immediate purpose of this splendid 
philanthropic endeavour is sufficiently self- 
evident and must assuredly receive the most 
whoilehearted support. At the same time, 
this campaign has a further significance in 
our communal life. It testifies to the advan- 
tages which accrue from unified effort. 
Seven years ago this “Operation Unity” 
was something of an experiment, but it has 
now become an eagerly awaited annual 
event. In this drive for co-ordination of 
effort, the women have given a pointer which 
should be regarded by the whole community. 
Two of the organisations already mentioned 
—the League of Jewish Women and the 
Union of Jewish Women—are affiliated to 
the International Council of Jewish Women, 
which, by a happy coincidence, will be 
Starting its triennial meeting in London also 
on Sunday. Forty years have passed since 
the Council was founded, but this is the first 
meeting to be held in London. A particu- 
larly warm welcome will be accorded the 
delegates who will be attending from 
Jewish women’s organisations in 11 coun- 
tries, including lands of the British Common- 
wealth. The programme of the International 
Council, which is non-political in character, 
is concerned with the duties and rights of 
Jewish women as citizens of the countries 
in which they live and as members of the 
Jewish community. A number of impor- 
tant questions are on the agenda for dis- 
cussion, and delegates will be given the 
opportunity of seeing something of the 
social work done by both Jewish and non- 
Jewish organisations in this country.

SIGMUND FREUD 


The Origins of Psychoanalysis: Letters ang

The recent biography of Freud by Dr. Erne 
Jones lifted a corner of the curtain disclosing 
the mind of a great innovator. But howeve; 
close a biography can bring us to the life and 
mind of a personality, if is the letter that passes 
between the man and his friends which alone 
can give us those intimate glimpses that bring 
a character to life. This is particularly so jn 
the case of Freud, whose theories of the growth 
and development of human personality depend 
for their acceptance upon the disclosure of the 
most intimate feelings and aspirations. We do 
not need the knowledge of Newton's emotions 
to understand the argument and conclusions of 
the “ Principia.” But where the nature of 
human personality and is passions are cop- 
cerned, we need to know how the scientific 
psychologists mind worked and in = what 
measure his passions and their vicissitudes 
accompanied and even coloured his conclusions, 
In these letters and drafts of theories. much of 
the quality of Freud's mind ts revealed which 
the biography merely sketched and suggested 
How grateful we must be to Marie Buonaparte 
for discovering these intimate communications, 
and for seeing that at all costs they became 
published for the advancement of our under- 
standing. 

In these letters, and for the first time. we sce 
the living Freud, the ardent explorer, the fight- 
ing discoverer, the family man, the friend. We 
are introduced to the workshop of a distin- 
guished mind, seeing work in progress, hypo- 
theses being checked, disappointments being 
met by hesitations and even by mental despair 
and neurotic symptoms. Here is no mere 
calculating and curious mind, but one in which 
the personal equation looms large and at times 
ominous. Freud's workshop was, of course. 


the consulting-room couch; the material, the 
obstinate minds of his patients and his own 
watching, absorbing, and, at the same time 
creative mind weaving pattern trom his 


discoveries. 


Founder of Psychoanalysis 
What renders these letters so absorbing ts the 


passion with which his theories took shape. and 
the grandeur and the miseries which accom: 
panied every step in the shaping Of a new 


doctrine and a revolutionary practice. — [hese 
were the early years in the development ol 
psychoanalysis, and its discoverer was proud 
and. indeed, jealous of his discoveries His 
views were still, in the light of later development 
and formulation, somewhat naive and hast! 


But these early concepts are illuminating, as 
they show the cogs and escapements oO! a 
mechanism . perfecting itself. The. growing 


machine and its. maker are essentially one. 
rhis is not to opine that the theories untolding 
were subjective products of Freud's own nol 
untroubled soul. What we see and, indeed, 
feel here. is deep calling to deep, the com- 
munion between mind and mind, which ts one 
of the essential features of psychoanalytic 
treatment. 

It is abundantly clear from these letters, 
drafts, and notes that Freud was possessed o! 
a demiurge not only to probe into the deepest 
tissues of human nature, but to convey his find- 
ings to someone who he felt was in sympathy 
and, at the same time, making discoveries in 
another and not unconnected field of medicine. 
But it may well be asked why did he confide 
so freely and deeply in Wilhelm Fliess, and 
why did he need to do so? Most discoverers 
do not, either in the fields of art or science, 
disclose their developing ideas to others, and 
Freud in particular was naturally jealous o! 
his own theories. Moreover, Fliess was in no 
way comparable to Freud; he was in fact an 
eccentric with many disquieting qualities 0! 
character. 

These letters are but one side of a friend!) 
bond. The letters of Fliess to Freud have been 
lost to us, yet, from the manner of Freud s 
communication, it does not appear that Freud 
took Fliess very seriously, although the friend- 
ship was a deep and inexplicable one. 

To the Jewish readers of these letters one oF 
two important features are evident. In these 
early years he was surrounded almost entire!) 
by Jewish colleagues and friends. His audi- 
ences were mainly drawn from Jewish societies. 
His emotional life was characterised by the 
strong ties of family life. He felt very intense!) 
the atmosphere of Vienna at a time when Car! 
Leuger was the antisemitic Burgomaster o! 
the city. | 

There is litthe doubt that further letters will 
be published to. add to these, giving perhaps 4 
wider view of Freud’s interpersonal relations. 
But these have already given us more than 4 
glimpse of the mind of the great initiator in 
whom personality and scientific achievement are 
most closely wedded. In these letters we sec 
Freud’s efforts at self-analysis, which geared 
closely with his discoveries made through his 

tients. -Perhaps it was good that this self- 
inspection did not go too deep and drain his 
will to discovery.

HOW THE MOVEMENT GREW

T was in the winter of 1929 
that a small group of men met 
in London to talk over a plan 
for building a “movement” of 
Jewish youth. A few weeks later, 
into a classroom of the Christian 


Street L.C.C. School—oddly but 
guite undeliberately chosen—filed 


the first dozen Jewish boys from 
Whitechapel who were to be “in” 
at its birth. 


They called themseives Habonim 
the Builders—and were pionecrs of 
an organisation which was soon to 
build up a new type of Jewish con- 
sclousness among the boys and girls 
of British Jewry. It was nol enough, 
the leaders agreed, to acknowledge 
their Jewrshness vaguely, with a 
half-hearted. acceptance of family 
traditions. of the Hebrew language. of 
lewish history and: heritage. was 
surely possible, they argued, to plan 
the lerwure of youth so as to combine 
enjoyment of sports, cames. and 
hobbies with a widening of knowledge 
ind oa larger understanding of all 
Jewish, this was the approach 
of the practical vistonartes who created 
it all: men like Wellesley Aron.

Vigerous Leadership 


Iwice a week, under the vigorous 
leadership of Chaim Lipshuz, the 
group of boys met and organised 
ihemseives on scout lines-—a troop 


divided into patrols. But they devoted 
much of their time to. learning 
Hebrew: not the = ancient Hebrew 
words of the prayerbook, but rather 
the new words. the everyday cApres- 
sions and terms for things and ideas 
\ knowledge of the modern Jewish 
language would be among the most 
vilal forces able to turn a somewhat 
passive Jewishness into a living reality. 

Yet impatient with the slowness of 
own progress, they did not wait 
to acquire a full fluency before decid- 
ing to use it.

Towards the 
end of the evening the sisters and 
girl-friends of “Habonim™ would 
march downstairs for a joint sing- 
song, sitting on the floor in a sem- 
circle around the piano 

From Cardiff to Cambridge. Black- 
pool to Bournemouth. Manchester to 
Mile End. Jewish boys and girls were 
building a new enthusiasm. and were 
finding an outlet for u Ihe move 
ment prospered not without!

Badge of the Habounim Movement 


Habonim is a Zionist youth movement 
which aims at educating Jewish boys and 
giris to @ realisation of their heritage as 
Jews and the responsibilities it involves, 
in particular, Chalutziat “—pioneering 
in Israel—and the building up of Eret:

Work in Evacuation Centres 


By 1939 Habonim was firmly estab- 
lished with several thousand members 
and well-qualified leaders running 
groups in every part of Britain. Then 
war brought disorganisation into the 
lives of children everywhere and 
groups fell apart in the confusion of 
call-up and evacuation. 

It was not long, however, before 
young leaders found wartime ways 
of continuing their. work Soon, but 
only after week-ends of tireless travel- 
ling around the chief evacuation 
centres. groups were meeting agaim 
and Jewish festivals were being cele- 
brated at village halls and school- 
rooms in remote parts of the country 
where Jews had never been seen 


before. The Habonim way of cele- 
brating festivals—-the dramattsation, 
the lively participation of young 


people in episodes from their past.

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THE YOUNG 
BUILDERS

ALL us not thy chil- 
dren, but thy builders !” 
Habonim’s motto is typi- 
cal of the movement's approach 
to the problems of Jewry and of 
society in general. The quotation 
belongs to Jewish history and 
literature. When used as a slogan 
for a youth movement, it acquires 
a new force and meaning. 


Any scouting movement shapes for 
itself ideals remote from those of 
normal urban society. Love of the 
country, respect for nature, above all 
—for the scout must cater for all his 
own needs—-self-reliance, are the hall- 
marks of Habonim’s special approach. 
The movement's name — “ Ihe 
Builders “signifies that the members 
of the movement feel it their right and 
duty to build a society free from the 
blemishes of present-day civilisation. 
This is the essence of a Habonim 
camp, as it is the essence of the dream 
of the future which the movement 
puts before its members. 


Emphasis on Personal Service 


Self-reliance, too, is the keynote of 
Habonim’s attitude to Zionism. Today. 
with assimilation and apathy rampant, 
we answer the question “Why be a 
Jew ?” % | showing our members the 
value and compelling force of Jewish 
culture. Israel plays a major part in 
making this culture live, and putting 


it into a form which appeals to the . 


young Jew. And no young person 
who views his Zicnism with the sin- 
cerity and the emphasis on personal 
service that characterises Habonim 
can hold it as a purely theoretical 
belief. To such a person Zionism 
must mean a personal decision to play 
his part in ensuring that Israel sur- 
vives and is shaped in accordance with 
his vision of society. In_ short, 
Zionism for a member of Habonim 
means personal Aliya. 

Our educational work is primarily 
done through the group. In the gedud 
(juniors), pluga (intermediate), and 
chavura (seniors), the member finds 
a warmth of friendship and a close 
community such as he is unlikely to 
meet elsewhere. The concept of 
chevra is central to the Jewish tradi- 
tion. In the modern world it is a 
counterbalance to the fragmentation 
of society which leaves the individual 
alone to struggle against the world. 
Here, again, it is a natural step from 
the practice of youth movement work, 
from the community of the camp and 
the group, to the community of the 
kibbutz, a new model of society whose 
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Senior members of the movement at their conference 


main motive force is the closely-knit 
chevra. We educate towards the 
kibbutz both because the kibbutzim 
are playing the chief part in the 
pioneering task of building the State 
of Israel, and because through the 
kibbutz we see a way of building a 
new and less imperfect society. 

This, then, is the type of person 
which Habonim aims to produce: a 
Jew proud of his culture, who feels 
the living tradition of Judaism; an 
informed, clear-headed, and critical 
Zionist; an idealist, aiming at the 
creation of a new society ; above all, 
one who is self-reliant and self- 
sacrificing enough to practise himself 
the principles he believes in. This is 
the type of the chalutz. 


Rooted in Anglo-Jewry 


We do not always succeed com- 
pletely. But it is no negligible part of 
our work that at each stage something 
worth-while 1s given, which is valuable 
even in isolation. If a member rejects 
Zionism, we have still helped him to 
remain a Jew; many have become 
Zionists through Habonim, but have 
not themselves gone to Israel; and 
many again, while going on aliya, 
have not undertaken what we hold 
to be the goal of our activities, the 
life of a chalutz. 

Habonim is rooted in Anglo-Jewry, 
and composed of and shaped by 
British Jews. It would be surprising 
if it did not have some British charac-

HACHSHARA AND ALIYA 


By P. WILLIAMS 


ABONIM was founded in 
1929, mainly with the idea 
of providing Jewish youth 
with a Jewish background, but it 
was not long before some of its 
more ardent members realised that 
the logical conclusion of Zionist 
education must lead them personally 
to a pioneering life in Eretz Yisrael. 
They realised also that such aliya 
called for an adequate preparation, 
both physically and psychologically, 
so that they might ultimately settle 
as agricultural workers. 7 


Having a _ cultured background, 
they devoted themselves seriously to 
a study of Hebrew and of all aspects 
of Jewish life and endeavour. This 
alone, however, they regarded as 
inadequate, and they felt it was essen- 
tial to establish a more direct contact 
with the national development then 
proceeding in Palestine, and it was 
this urge that led to the establishment 
of Hechalutz B’Anglia and the acquisi- 
tion of the first Habonim training 
farm in 1935 at Harrietsham, in Kent. 


High Educational Level 


The principles that applied then 
apply equally today. In the Western 
world the personnel of the pioneer 
movements is drawn from youth of a 
high educational level. The emphasis 
in Israel, however, is still upon settle- 
ment of the wastelands and the border 
areas, and the problem of the adapta- 
tion of such youth to agricultural and 
manual work is still a difficult one, 
particulagly since the cultural back- 
ground must be maintained and even 
strengthened. 

In official quarters in Israel the 
importance of hachshara centres in the 
Diaspora is well appreciated as an 
instrument of chalutzic education. 
Many people in this country, how- 
ever, question whether it would not be 
better to send out prospective chalut- 
zim to receive their training in Israel 
itself.

teristics. Two of these deserve special 
mention. In its organisational struc- 
ture and approach the movement is 
profoundly democratic. Policy is 
shaped by conferences representative 
of the oldest age-group ; and even in 
the youngest groups democratic 
Organisation and discussion are care- 
fully fostered. Every member is asked 
to play a part in the running of the 
movement. We are proud, too, of 
the principle of tolerance’ which 
informs all our educational work, so 
that our enthusiasm is checked before 
it reaches the point of fanaticism. We 
hold that people of different religious 
and political views can work in har- 
mony in one movement, and live in 
harmony in one kibbutz. Our appeal 
is to the whole of Anglo-Jewish youth. 
It is our pride that it has not remained 
unheard.

out, cannot result in fully qualified 
farmers being turned out, and further 
training is in any case given in estab- 
lished kibbutzim in Israel. 

If hachshara were solely a matter 
of becoming inured to manual! labour, 
there might be some virtue in this 
idea, but hachshara ts also a mental! 
training, and its value lies in the 
development of the group spirit and 
the realisation by each member that 
he or she bears not only an indi- 
vidual responsibility, but a responsi- 
bility to the group as a whole, a 
responsibility which develops a sense 
of discipline and co-operative 
endeavour which alone enables the 
group during its settlement period to 
meet and overcome the difficulties with 
which it will inevitably be faced. 

It is this principle which one clearly 
detects when one visits the Eder Farm 
at Horsham, or Zichron Yeshayahu 
at Hurst, near Reading, the two farms 
which at present serve the Habonim 


“movement as hachshara centres. Here 


the groups, at present approximately 
20 strong at each centre, obtain their 
first knowledge of farming and the 
work and hardship that it entails; 
here they become knit into a self- 
governing community, amenable to 
orders, and accepting thé policy that 
they themselves help to formulate ; 
here, too, they build up a cultural 
life and a background of Hebrew and 
Jewish knowledge, which is essential 
if they are to carry out their full 
purpose in Eretz. 


Training 600 Builders 


It is at these centres, and others 
which preceded them, that the 
pioneers who established Kfar Blum, 
Kfar Hanasi, and Beth Ha-Emek 
received their training, and while it 1s 
not possible to determine the, total 
number trained from the time of the 
establishment of the first farm at 
Harrietsham, records show that from 
May, 1945, to the end of 1953, 
Habonim trained and sent to’ Israe! 
over 600 “ builders,” people whose 
work is now inscribed on the map 
of the new Israel. 

Though comparatively small in 
numbers it still represents a nucleus 
of which the Zionist Movement in this 
country can be proud, and it is to the 
credit of the Zionist Federation and 
the Federation of Women Zionists 
that they have played their part in 
these activities. 

The Eder Farm and Zichron 
Yeshayahu serve not only as an 
inspiration to Habonim, but also to 
the Zionist Movement as a whole. 
They are an epitome of kibbutz life 
in Israel practised on English soil. No 
one who has visited the farms can fail 
to be impressed by the type of 
idealistic young Jew that they attract 
and by the zeal and enthusiasm that 
they display in preparing themselves 
for the rigours of their chosen task. 
This is the inspiration that has brought 
Habonim to the celebration of its 25th 
year and which will enable it to 
continue so long as the need exists.

HOW HABONIM WAS BORN |

NE foggy night in London, 

in October, 1928, six young 

people formed the audience 
which | addressed on the subject 
“How to Bring Palestine to the 
Youth in the English-Speaking 
Countries.” A clumsy title for a 
theme which is still of serious con- 
cern to all those interested in the 
vital problem of education. 


A week later the Conference Room 
of the World Zionist Organisation, at 
77 Great Russell Street, was filled to 
capacity with nearly a hundred young 
men and women, mostly university 
sudents from Oxford, Cambridgc, 
and London, for a repeat lecture. A 
motion was passed requesting a 
detailed programme, embodying the 
ideas | had propounded and commit- 
lung those present to active promotion 
of the, as yet, nameless movement 
which | had outlined in general terms. 

Within a month a name was found, 
and quickly the forms and tests and 
competitions ‘and games began to 
crystallise into what has since been 
known as Habonim in England, South 
Africa, India, Australia, and other 
countries. 

Even before the educational pro- 
gramme had been worked out in 
detail, the first Gedud was formed in 
East London. The first training 
course for Rashe Gedudim, attended 
by two kvutzot, totalling some 24 
energetic and excited members, 
quickly disseminated the idea of 
hakdasha (the first test given to a 
Habonim member), and the elemen- 
lary Hebrew terminology and games, 


and the new method of approach to 
the youthful enthusiasts already 
queuing up to be accepted in new 

Gedudim all over London. 

Day by day during this hectic 
perrod I dictated the results of mid- 
might cogitations and discussions with 
a group ot friends and sifted numerous 
proposals and ideas, which, with Mr. 
Norman Lourie’s active assistance, 
eventually produced the badge, the 
tribal signs, and the various tests. 

I was soon assailed by Left- and 
Right-wing elements in the com- 
munity, who attempted to push thetr 
own particular brands of “isms.” | 
aimed at creating a Jewish Cultural 
Youth Movement utilising the 
spiritual, dramatic, and historic back- 
drop of the land of Israel as the 
central source of inspiration. Others 
either flatly opposed this, even 
attempting to sabotage the movement 
aS we got into our stride, or wished the 
emphasis deflected towards Socialistic 
concepts or Orthodox religion. 

To illustrate a typical difficulty, I 
asked David Goitein, Sir Leon Simon, 
Cecil Roth, and the late Dayan 
M. Gollop each to prepare a thumb- 
nail sketch of Jewish history in a 
thousand words. The results were so 
varied, cover.ng the philosophic, reli- 
gious, scholastic, or fictional approach 
to history that some sort of synthesis 
had to be evolved—which 1 attempted, 
and which, with. some changes, still, 
| believe. appears in the Habonim 
handbook. As the list of master- 
builders was compiled and the Promise 
hammered out, and the mumhiut 
(specialisation) tests drafted and 


redrafted, the pages were whipped 
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away by Norman. Lourie (then a 
student at the London School of 
Economics) and run off on stencils— 
and the Handbook, first edition, was 
ready for distribution. That was in 
May. 1929. We had no funds for 
badges. ties, or other urgently needed 
appurtenances. The 500 first-edition 
handbooks were distributed in a 
matter of days. 

London had a dozen Gedudim, and 
Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, and 
other cities were clamouring for 
information and help. In 1930, Mr. 
James de Rothschild generously 
offered to underwrite a printed edition 
of the Handbook, and we went grate- 
fully jo press. Whatever funds we 
had were devoutly administered by 
Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques, while Sir Leon 
Simon and Arthur Blok met me at 
weekly luncheons in Holborn to thrash 
out the constitution, policy, etc. I! 
deliberately set myself against the 
publicising of individuals in the move- 
ment. The movement was not to be 
built round any personality. 


Inspiring the Youth 


li soon became evident that much 
depended on the personality and 
quality of the Rashe Gedudim and 
their Segdanim. The movement required 
a new type of young man.or woman 
to lead the youth and inspire it, 
utilising Habonim as a framework in 
which to generate interest in. things 
Jewish, 

A number of young persons 
appeared on the horizon, some com- 
pletely equipped by experience, know- 
ledge, and personality for the job in 
hand. Thus Chaim Lupschitz, of 
Gedud Trumpe!dor, the first in the 
field, made history. and built well and 
truly from ¢he initial weeks in 1928 
Palestinian students volunteered and 
contributed magnificently Much ol 
the effort put in during the first four 
years has vielded kibbutznikim, chalut- 
zim, and other settlers to be found in 
the farms, workshops, towns, and 
cities of modern Israel. Others are 
prominent in the councils of their 
communities. 

The problem of leadership was 
tackled by the formation of the Bar 
Kochba Association, forerunner of 
British Maccabi, which we launched 
in October, 1929, after the Wailing 
Wall incident in Jerusalem had stirred 
Anglo-Jewry to the depths. From 
among the hundreds of athietes and 
sportsmen who rallied round the 
Association a few selected individuals 
found their way to leadership in 
Habonim 

Once launched, it was hoped that 
Habonim (a name coined by David 
Goitein) would grow under its own 
impetus as it fulfilled a basic need in 
the life of voungsters between the 
ages of 10 and 15. This proved a 
correct policy, and by 1930 the move- 
ment was well and truly under way in 
England and in South Africa, where 
it was established by Norman Lourie 
(a native of the Union). Wishing to 
return to Palestine, | was able to hand 
over a rapidly growing. energetic, and 
vital organism to Joseph Gilbert, who, 

with dedication, has nurtured and 
guided the movement in his capacity 
as Ba-Koach to its present position in 
the community.

the love of pageantry, singing. and 
dancing—evoked appreciation and a 
new understanding of Jewishness. 

Habonim had its own evacuation 
scheme—in Devonshire—where hostels 
were run for Jewish boys and girls. 
Between 1939 and 1945 more than a 
thousand members passed through 
these hostels. They attended local 
schools, but—as always-——life at the 
hostels was an opportunity to learn 
more Hebrew, more history, more 
about Israel and the great opportuni- 
ties ahead. 

Before the war, from 1937 onward, 
members of Habonim had begun to 
trek to Israel: but it was not until 
1943 that the first group of fewer than 
a hundred were allotted their own 
land and inaugurated their com- 
munity—Kfar Blum, then a malaria- 
infested area but now one of Israel's 
most fertile settlements with a popu- 
lation of 700. It was to Kfar Blum 
that the next group of young people 
from Britain eventually found their 
way when, after the war, with Pales- 
tine closed, determined groups of 
intending immigrants from Europe 
struggled across the Mediterranean in 
squalid, ‘overcrowded ships, through 
the concentration camps set up in 
(Cyprus. 


Young Heroes 


When the birth of Israel brought a 
new surge of Zionist activity in 
Britain,'a living stream from Habonim 
training centres trickled steadily over 
to Kfar Blum—soon to become the 
centre for more settlements built by 
young people trained in the Habonim 
movement. Not all the young heroes 
lived to sing their joy in these achieve 
ments. Today, Habonim still mourns 
the death of selfless men like Phil 
Herman, John Harris, David Smith, 
Aron Jacobs, Asher Pearlman, and 
Isaiah Morris. 

The post-war years brought an 
ever-growing demand for trained 
leaders to develop and expand the 
groups throughout the country. So 
in 1950 a new traming centre was 
started in Manchester. Three times 
a year a three-month study course is 
held to give’ potential youth leaders 
an Opportunity to learn the Hebrew 
language and literature as well as to 
study Jewish history and the social 
and political problems of present-day 
Israel. 

-Habonim has travelled fast and far 
since 1929 and today its message is as 
inspired as ever. Its educational 
approach to things Jewish has opened 
up a new vista in the minds of young 
people who have learned to live and 
love their Judaism with a. vitality 
hitherto unknown.

EW institutions as young as 
World Habonim can boast 
of such a long history. It is 
less than three years old; yet its 
roots go back as many decades. Its 
progenitors were the men of the 
third aliya, who came to Palestine 
in the ‘twenties burning with 
creation, and who, in building a 


gave their members, was the ideal of 
unity—unity of the Jewish people. 
and of the movement. 

The realisation of these ideals was 
far off—how far was seen clearly only 
when the first members of Habonim 
went to settle in Palestine before the 
Second World War; but they found 
that “ among themselves” they could 
do much in the field of unity.

home for their people, found also 
their own salvation, and gave the 
world a shining example 


British Habonim was the first of a 
series of similar movements which 
grew up in the Anglo-Saxon countries 
during the ‘thirties. One of the key- 
stones of the pioneering § Zionist 
education. which these movements 


of the co-operation of those days 
between graduates of different 
Habonim movements grew the present- 
day World Habonim. 

Development from the first was 
organic. There was no declaration of 
unity followed by attempts to adjust 
to a new artificial framework. There 
was common effort for a common 
purpose by people who had come 
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from similar backgrounds and found 
that they could work together. Only 
after years of co-operation was there 
any attempt to formalise the “ union ~ 
and expand its scope. : 

Kfar Blum, the kibbutz of 
World Habonim. represents the firsi 
fruits of this co-operation. Those 
pioneers from England, America, and 
South Africa who went to Palestine 
in 1935 and joined the group which 
was later to establish Kfar Blum, had 
some inkling of the significance of 
the mere fact of their co-operation. 
One of their first steps was to found 
the “ Habonim Contacts Office,” and 
Kfar Blum appointed one of its mem- 
bers to look after the barely tangible 
thread which then led back from 
Palestine to the countries and move- 
ments of origin of its members. The 
office remained modest, maintaining 
contact with the various Habonim 
movements, publishing a magazine. 
helping to look after new immigrants 
from the English-speaking world. But 
even then the idea of something 
bigger was there. 


A Sister Movement 


The war stopped progress, since 
immigration ceased entirely. At the 
same time, however, it made possible 
an unprecedented consolidation within 
the movements themselves; and the 
end of the war freed in a few months 
all the trained members who had been 
waiting to leave for Palestine. 
Habonim soon showed that it meant 
to occupy a considerable position on 
the map; in the process it also dis- 
covered a sister movement——the newly 
created Inua Meuchedet, with which 
Habonim found common ground 
trom the first. 

Since the end of the war there has 
been a very active and creative period 
Immigration from Habonim was 
large; contact with _ the Tnua 
Meuchedet prospered : many Habonim 
groups joined with groups of the local 
movement and settled together. The 
War of Independence was an impor- 
lant stimulus to expansion, bringing 
to the country large numbers of volun- 
teers, some of whom afterwards 
Stayed, and releasing new areas of 
territory for settlement 

three years ago Habonim and the 
Inua Meuchedet together claimed 
cighteen points on the map, from 
Ma‘ayan Baruch on the Syrian- 
lebanese border to Urim near the 
Gaza strip, and from Kfar Hanassi 
on the Jordan to Gesher Haziv on 
the Mediterranean. The time was 
ripe for formal union: at Haifa in 
August. 1951, delegates from all the 
Habonim movements and from. the 
Inua Meuchedet gathered in the city’s 
largest hall and took part in the con- 
ference at which World Habonim was 
founded. 


Educating the Children 


The movement set itself a difficult 
task, both in the educational field in 
the gola, and in the practical -field at 
home. To educate Jewish children 
to be Jews, Zionists, and finally Israelis 
was easier five years ago than it is 
today, with the whole Zionist Move- 
ment in the gola paralysed by con- 
fusion. It is perhaps harder than it 
was thought it would be. But it is 
also much more important than was 
realised. The fate of Jewry was never 
more in doubt than it is today: and 
it becomes ever clearer that if Jewry 
is to be saved at all. the saving will 
be largely done, directly or indirectly. 
by Habonim. 

British Habonim, as the veteran 
Habonim movement, has always been 
looked upon as primus inter pares, and

its leading place among the Habonim 
movements is matched by it< fine 
record im Israel. British Jewry Can 
be proud of its 300 pioncers ip K far 
Blum. in Kfar Hanassi. in Bet Haemek 
and in Hachoshlim, who have helped 
to make Habonim as much a house 
hold word in Israel as it ix throughout 
the Anglo-Saxon world. 


Satisfaction may also be found jp 
the knowledge that graduates of 
British Habonim are playing a larg, 
and growing part in maintaining the 
movement not only in Britain. by 
also in America, Australia. and South 
Africa, thereby completing the circle 
which started when they were children 
in British Habonim fifteen years aeo 
At the same time they are devoting 
themselves to nurturing the flickering 
flame of Judaism among thousands of

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CALENDAR REFORM 


Time Counts. By WarTKINs. 
Neville Spearman. 15s. 


Reviewed by Dr. A. TOBIAS 


Mr. Watkins is a strong advocate of 
calendar reform and his work is a 
manifesto of great thoroughness. He 
has done much research on his subject 
and is, therefore, entitled to speak with 
authority. One-third of the volume 
traces in outline the history of our 
present civil calendar and brings to 
light many facts not generally avail- 
able to the layman. It might be 
wished, however. that apart from the 
historical aspect, more of the astro- 
nomical background of our present 
calendar were included 

Out of the many suggested systems, 
that which must receive the support 
of the reformers is the year of 364 
davs. with twelve months and four 
quarters of 91 days each. The 365th 
day is to be styled “World Day.” 
without name or date, suspended 
between December 31 and January |. 
(An extra “ World Day” in the leap 
year is to be inserted between June 
and July.) As Job remarked: “ Let it 
not be jorned to the days of the year : 
let it not come into the number of 
the months.” 


“Blank Day” Proposal 


Most religious denominations have 
surrendered to the reform proposition. 
In fact, apart from Jews, very little 
opposition will be met from other 
quarters. Ihe Vatican has received 
the plan with some favour, and one 
of the early calendaf reformers who 
conceived the “ blank day” idea was 
a Cathohe priest Ihis suggests a 
great deal of justifiable pessimism on 
the part of Jews. The danger to the 
Sabbath ws clear, since the “ Seventh 
Day’ will have to be observed on a 
different day of the week in each 
successive ycar [here are. fact. 
SULLCSTIONS of al reformed calendar 
which will not interfere with the 

~Sabbath and will vet make dates in 

consecutive years agree with weck- 
days ; but these are hardly worth con- 
sideration, and we must face the fact 
that any calenddr reform to be 
accepted will be that which contains 
the indispensable principle of such 
reform——the “ blank day.”

International Date Line 


Ihe author describes as probably 
the best reply to the opposition which 
serves to maintain the unbroken 
cycle of the week, that of Dr, Charles 
F. Marvin. The latter drew his argu- 
ment from the arrangement of the 
International Date Line separating 
the calendar of the Eastern ‘Hemi- 
sphere from that of the Western 
Hemisphere, making all that cross this 
line add or drop a day from. their 
calendar. His conclusion was, there- 
tore, that if Orthodox leaders accept 
the date line they cannot oppose the 
blank day arrangement. 

This. argument is unfair and is 
allowed to pass without comment 
from the author of this work. The 
traveller breaking the cycle of the 
week by crossing the date line is 
forced to do so by nature, but the 
annual intercalary day making one 
week eight days instead of seven is 
absolutely artificial. 

_ Yet the author has made the posi- 
tion quite clear. The principle which 
advocates is very attractive to 
many who have studied ithe problem, 
and we should welcome documentary 
Material which would show some 
unfavourable aspects of the system 
before the calendar question reappears 
on the agenda of the United Nations. 


REBECCA SIEFF 


HE work of Wizo (the 
Women’s International Zion- 
ist Organisation), not only in 
this country, but throughout the 
world, is so bound up with the 
name of Rebecca Sieff that one 
might almost regard the two as 
synonymous. Indeed, it is prob- 
able that Wizo would be as much 
lost without Mrs. Sieff as Mrs. Sieff 
would be without Wizo. 

In her very full and active life 
Zionism has always been the predomi- 
nating outside interest. This is per- 
haps not surprising in a woman who 
is the sister of Sir Simon Marks and 
the wife of Mr. Israel Sieff—two men 
who have been the backbone of 
Zionist endeavour in this country for 
a generation. 


Founder of Wizo 


Rebecca Sieff has inspired and sup- 
ported many causes But the one 
with which her nage is most closely 
identified is Wizo,”of which she was 
the initiator and one of the founders. 
It was when she accompanied her 
husband, then Political Secretary of 
the Zionist Commission, to Palestine 
im 1919 that her plan for the creation 
of a world women’s Zionist organisa- 
tion was born. 

It was at the foundation meeting of 
Wizo in London on July 11. 1920. that 
Mrs. Sicff formulated the basic prin- 
ciples of its programme. So. far- 
sighted was her exposition of its aims 
that Wizo has to this day followed 
the lines she laid down on. that 
historic oceasion. Her foresight and 
wealth of practical imagination have 
throughout been an imspiration and a 
guide to the whole movement She 
has travelled all over the world as 


Wizo'’s emissary, 
and to thousands 
of Zionist women 
she has become the 
living symbol of 
all that Wizo 
stands for. 

Although Wizo 
has always been 
Mrs. Sjeffs chief 
preoccupation, she 
has also played 
a leading part in 
all aspects of the 
building of the 
Jewish homeland. 
as well as in many 
other worthy Jew- 
ish causes. She was 
one of the first to 
work for Youth 
Aliya, through the 
Women’s Appeal 
Committee which 
was established on 
the initiative of 
the Federation @f Women Zionists 
of Great Britain and Ireland. and 
was its chairman from the incep- 
tion of the. committee till its final 
liquidation. The great work of rescue 
and rehabilitation carried out by thrs 
committee is a proud chapter in the 
history of British Jewry. 


In 1938, after Munich. she was 
instrumental in bringing 1,000 young 
people from Germany to England as 
“agricultural -workers,” thus saving 
their lives and paving the way for 
their eventual migration to Israel. 
Again, in 1946 she made to Unscop 
in Jerusalem an impassioned appeal 
for the transfer of children from the 
1I.P camps to Palestine Later, in 
the same year, when she spent Rosh 
Hashana with the Jewish D.P.s of 


Bergen Belsen and Hanover, she was 
hailed as the “first world Wizo mes- 
senger.” It was Mrs. Sieff who, 
together with her husband and family, 
presented, in memory of their young 
son, the Daniel. Siefl Institute al 
Rehovot—the pivotal point around 
which the Weizmann Institute has 
developed 

Her vitality seems inexhaustible ; 
her home life is as busy as most 
people s professional Careers He: 
flat in Hvde Park Csate has been des- 
cribed as being, with tts constant 
influx of visitors, more lke an hotel 
than a private residence. When she 
is at home she is hardly ever still 
receiving callers, writing letters (or. 
for preference, telephoning), finding 
time for a hundred other activities 


With a working day that might 
appal the most industrious, Mrs. Sieff 
yet finds time for relaxation— perhaps 
that ts the fountain from which she 
draws renewed energy.

EW are the festivals that are 

more welcome than Lag 

B'Omer, the advent of which 
during the cheerless days of Sefirah 
is hailed with delight. In Medinat 
Israel it is the signal for joy and 
revelry, and even in the Galut it 
has always been celebrated in a 
spirit of festivity and cheer. 

All the more surprising 1s it, 
therefore, to learn that neither in 
Talmudic times nor in the age of 
the Gaonim 1s tt referred to as a 
day of celebration. In fact, the 
first explicit reference is found in 
the works of R. Menahem b 
Solomon (1249-1306), better known 
to Talmudic scholars as the Meiri, 
because his commentaries on most 
tractates of the Babylonian Talmud 
are as illuminating as a light in the 
dark. It is the Meiri, and later the 
Manhig, who quote the well-known 
passage in the Talmud (Yehaniot 
62b), which reports a mysterious 
plague that raged from Pesach till

SIGMUND FREUD 
By HUGH HARRIS 


In Sigmund Freud's The Origins 
of Psycho-Analysis,” published yester- 
day—-of which a review appears on 
page I4—there are some interesting 
references to Freud's membership of 
the B'nai Brith im Vienna. 

Thus, in a letter of December, 1897, 
he writes : “ I gave a lecture on dreams 
to my Jewish society (an audience of 
laymen) last Tuesday, and it had an 
enthusiastic reception. I shall continue 
it next Tuesday.” Again, in March, 
1900. he writes : “ I spend every Tues- 
day evening among my Jewish. breth- 
ren. to whom | recently gave another 
lecture.” 

These allusions to his long and close 
relations with the Bnai Briuh are 
explained (on page 312 of the book) by 
the following passage from his reply to 
an address on the occasion of his 70th 
birthday 

“It happened that in 1885 | was sub- 
jected simultaneously to two powerful 
convergent influences. On the one hand 
| had obtained my first glimpses into 
the depths of the instinctual life of man, 
and had seen things calculated to sober 
or even to frighten me. On the other 
hand the publication of my disagrecable 
discoveries led to the severance of the 
reater part of 7 human contacts. 1 
elt as though were despised and 
shunned by everyone. In this loneliness 
t was seized with a Jonging for a circle

of chosen men of high character who 
would receive me in a friendly spirit in 
spite of my temerity, Your society was 
pointed out to me as the place where 
such men were to be found,” 

On his 70th birthday Freud received 
from the Wahrheit Lodge of the B'nai 
Brith in Vienna not only the address 
already mentioned but also a painting, 
* Head of a Rabbi.” by Professor Isidor 
Kaufmann. He had long admired the 
work of Kaufmann, the famous Jewish 
artist—-another “ Head of a Rabbi” by 
him is in the Tate Gallery, London 
who died in Vienna in 1921! at the age 
of 68. Freud and Kaufmann were close 
friends and fellow-members of the Lodge 

When Sigmund Freud's son, Mr. Ernst 
Freud. the well-known architect, was 
initiated into the First Lodge of England 
in London last December, he made 
moving reference to the traditions which 
he had inherited from his father. He 
feclingly recalled his father’s career as 
a Ben B'rith in Vienna before, in 1938, 
at the age of 82. he found refuge in 
London from the Nazis. Professor 
Philipp Kaufmann, the artist son of 
Professor Isidor Kaufmann and a former 
member of the same Vienna Lodge, was 
initiated into the First Lodge of England, 
this week. 

The B'nai Brith might well consider 
commemorating the centenary, in 1956, 
of Sigmund Freud's birth by some 
memorial at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, which was another Jewish 
cause that commanded freud’s warm 
support.

In Jewish homes no distinct feature 
marked the day: but in the syna- 
gogue it .was honoured by the 
omission of these penitential and 
supplicatory prayers (Uahanun) that 
were not recited on a “Shabbat or 
Yomtov. But that was all. It 1s, 
therefore. to Israel that we must turn 
once again in order to see how our 
ceremonies, indigenous to the soil of 
the Holy Land, are “ born again.” 

[here it has largely become known 
as the “NNT 93

ment set in Meron, two miles from 
Safad. in Upper Galilee—that ancient 
holy city beloved of the mystics. 
where R. Shimon b. Johai and his 
son R. Eliezer lie. It ts to this holy 
sepulchre that long processions from 
all over the land wind their tortuous 
way in order to spend the whole night 
of Lag B Omer in spiritual exercise 
and mystic exhilaration. While some 
of the pilgrims are transported in 
ecstasies of song and others, wrapped 
in tallit and tefillin, pray or recite 
psalms, the more contemplative gaze 
at the colossal tombs, or sit on the 
stone floors reciting passages from 
ihe Zohar and the Cabbalah. There 
are intervals for song and dancing. 
as well as for the halaka, the first 
cutting of hair of the little boys 
brought to Meron for that purpose. 


Rabbi's Signal Honour 


schoo!s 


The question that must suggest 
itself to the reader is: Why was this 
rabbi singled out for so great an 
honour above the 48 _ prophets 
possessed by Israel, the 300 Tannain 
mentioned in the Mishna and Tosefta. 
and the nearly 2,000 Amorian referred 
to in the Talmud and Midrashim ”? 
Wherein lies his great merit above, 
for instance, that of Bar Kochba and 
R. Akiba, the real heroes of Lag 
B'Omer ” 

In our Talmudic records R. Shimon 
b. Johai stands revealed as a true 
disciple of his great teacher, R. 
Akiba, and as one who would make 
no compromise with the Roman 
enemy when liberty of conscience was 
at stake. Rather than praise the 


enemy in order to curry favour, as 
many of his contemporaries were 
wont to do. he and his son suffered 
voluntary exile, hiding for 13 years 
in a cave ‘ill the danger of arrest was 
over. (See Shabbat 33a.) H was 
in this cave, illuminated supernatur- 
ally. that he ts supposed to have 
written the Zohar. 

Bui above this passionate devotion 
to freedom of body. and = soul, 
R. Shimon b. Johai deserves this 
signal honour because of the strong 
link between Israe| and the Holy Land 
he forged by his teachings and 
example. It was he who taveht that 
true bléssing comes only to him who 
dwells in Jerusalem (Z@h. 119a): and 
that to live anywhere but in Israel 
is to experience the pain and pangs 
of the Galut. “God measured all 
the countries of the world, but found 
none more suitable for Israel than 
the Holv Land.” he declared. (Lev. 
Rabba xii.) 


Feasting or Fasting ? 


An interesting criticism of the Lag 
B Omer festivity at Meron was made 
by no less distinguished a scholar than 
the Hatam Sofer. His objection was 
twofold. First. he considered it un- 
Jewish to celebrate merrily the anni- 
versary of the death of such a saint 
and scholar as R. Shimon b. Johai, 
for whom God wrought miracles and 
in whose lifetime no rainbow 
appeared in the sky-—-a proof that it 
was this rabbis virtue that saved the 
whole generation. Secondly, it was 
a sheer waste of moncy and, accord- 
ingly, contrary to Jewish ethical 
teachings to destroy things which 
could profit those in need. According 
to the Hatam Sofer, the anniversary 
should rather be spent in fasting and 
prayer, and the money value of the 
things thrown into the Hadlaka, the 
massive bonfire, should be distributed 
among the poor. 

But the defenders of the Hillula 
retorted by saying that it was at the 
express wish of the rabbi himself that 
his Yahrzeit be always kept as a 
festive Occasion ; moreover, anything 
giving pleasure to spectators, even if 
it involve destruction of property, does 
not come under fhe category of bal 
taschit (useless waste). 

Seeing that few, indeed, are the 
joys of Israel in a hostile world, one 
is wmeclined respectfully to disagree 
with the Hatam Sofer and not 
begrudge the Yishuv its national

The members of the Great Syna- 
gogue at their annual meeting last 
week unanimously approved a pro- 
posal to amalgamate the congregation 
with the New Central Synagogue. 

This decision was reached after details 
of the project submitied by Mr. Samuel 
M. Lipsey, Secretary of the Great Syna- 
goguc, and Mr. Flilis Wolfe, President 
of the United Synagogues Counc! of 
Glasgow, had been considered. Mr. 
Louis Daets, J.P., presided. 

The scheme for the merger was initiated 
by the United Synagogues Council more 
than a year ago. 

Ihe Great Synagogue in South Port- 
land Sireet has accommodation for 600 
worshippers and is the larges! synagogue 
in the Gorbals arca. Fhe congregation 
was founded in 1884, and was the 
second to be established m Glasgow, 
the first being the Garnethill Congrega- 
tion. The present synagogue building 
was opened in 1901, and an extensive 
scheme of reconstruction was carried 
through last year. 

It is expected that the menthers of 
the New Central Synagogue will mect 
shortly for the Purpose of approving 
the amalgamation. Ihe New Centra 
Synagogue in Hospital Street was opened 
in 1920 and has accommodation for 450 
people.

WORKROOMS FOR THE ELDERLY 


Social Experiment in the 
East End 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The problem of the many elderly 
people who are unable to obtain 
tegular employment has engaged the 

ttention of social workers in East 

ondon for some time. 

In September, 1953, it was decided at 
@ metting of representatives of many 
voluntary organisations dealing with old 
people to form a committee in Siepney 
for the purpose of setting up workrooms 
where old age pensioners could do a few 
hours’ light work and so supplement their 
meagre imcomes. 

The efforts of that committee, under 
the chairmanship of Mrs. Basil L. Q. 
Henriques, has now borne fruit, and the 
first of what is hoped will develop into 
a chain of workrooms for the elderly in 
Last London has been opened at 15 
Deancross Street, Commercial Road, E.1. 

| visited the workrooms on Tuesday 
and was told by Mrs. Henriques that in 
the short time the workrooms had been 
open there was a marked improvement 
in the workers’ healih and in their 
general attitude towards life. This was 
confirmed for me by those workers with 
whom | spoke—such as 78-year-old Mr. 
Simon Lander, who has been a master 
tatlor in the ladws’ trade for many years 
He was basting armholes in a man's 
jacket with all the care and skill, if not 
the speed, of a younger expert. 

Then there was 77-year-old Mr. Phillip 
Cogan and his wile (aged 70), both of 
whom had worked in their own tailoring 
workshop; and Mr. M. Novitz, a 73-year- 
old presser, and his friend. Mr. H. 
Speibere (aged 67), a former baker. 
spoke highly of the workrooms 

Ihe old people. who are all allowed 


to work at their own speed. are paid at 
the flat rate of Is. 6d. an hour, regard- 
less of their output, and they are allowed 
to work only two hours a day for five 
days. Canteen facilities are provided for 
the workers. 

Most of the funds necessary for the 
inauguration of the project and the 
expenses for the first year, Mrs. Hen- 
ngues told me, have come from Jewish 
sources, but the City Parochial 
Foundation and the Employment Fellow- 
ship have both made gencrous grants, 
and. indeed, the latter ts sponsoring the 
scheme. Gifts of remnants of material, 
cotton, scissors, and the like would also 


“help to conserve the committee's smal! 


capital and would be very welcome, said 
Mrs. Henriques.

Future of Russian 
Communities 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A seminar on “Diaspora Jewry 
Today” was held on Sunday at 
Maccabi House, Compayne Gardens, 
N_W.. under the auspices of the Cul- 
tural Committee of the World Jewish 
Congress, British Section. 

A feature of the seminar was the 
sharp cleavage of opinion about the 
possibility of survival of Russian and 
Fast European Jewries. 

Ihe lecturers were Dr. N. Barou, 
Chairman of the European Exccuiive of 
the World Jewish Congress; Dr. A. 
Steinberg, _Direcior of the Cultural 
Departmem of the W.J.C.; Mr. C. Roth: 
and Dr. Chaim Rabin, Reader in Arabic 
al Oxford University. The Rev. Pear! 
presided at the morning, and Mr, 
Halevy at the afiernoon sessions. 

In an introduciory survey on the num- 

hers and distribution of world Jewry, 
Dr. Barou said that it was a mistake to 
hink that the position would con.inue 
as al present without a great cultural 
mpaign and untied action. 
Speaking on “Jews in the Soviet 
Sphere.” Dr. Steinberg pointed out that 
ol OOO O00 there. uboul S00 000 lived in 
Moscow. He gave cxamples of the way 
in which groups of Russian Jews had in 
ecent years made sacrifices to retain 
their religious identiiy. In one case a 
group of 14 parents, by moving trom 
place to place, deliberately avoided send- 
Ing their children to the Russian secular 
school, so ihat they would not become 
mpregnated with Russian ideas “ and be 
led asiray. 

In a town several hundred nuics trom 
Voscow, he added. there was a small 
Jewish congregation all the members of 
which were veecturians because they 
refused to eat trcia meat. The children 
were being. taught the Torah 

Soviet Jewry, said Dr. Sicinbereg. should

In his lecture on “ Jews in the Western 
World.” Mr. C. Roth said that if the 
Soviet régime was p rpectuated there was 
ho chance of Jews behind the Iron Cur- 
tain re-establish SZ lcs W th those outside. 


Unless this curtain was lifted vers soon 
there would be no future for the Jews. 
Within a very short time there would be 
complete disintegration of Jewry. 
Referring to France and lialy, Mr. 
Roth said that Jewish people in these 
countries had resumed assimilation. con- 
vinced that there would be no outbreak 
of antisemitism. 
Many of the communities in ltaly were 
no longer able to support essential com- 
munal imstitutions. There did not seem 
much chance of the communities outside 


Rome, Milan, and, perhaps, Turin, 
continuing. 
Dr. Chaim Rabin, who spoke on 


“ Jews in Moslem Couniries.” gave an 
historical review of Jews in Arabic- 
speaking countries. He emphasised that 
relations between Western Jews in 
Isracl and those from the Arab States 
were not harmonious. The European 
Jew resented the growing importance 
of Jewry from eastern countries: the 
Onental Jew found it galling not to be 
considered an equal in his own country. 
was a feeling among the Euro- 
peans, particularly the intelligentsia. that 
the Onental Jew should assimilaic him- 
self to the European way of life. 
When the Oriental Jew did this. said 
Dr. Rabin. he still felt a sense of 
inferioriy. Ihis state of affairs was 
unsatisfactory, because the Oriental Jews 
brought with them their own positive 
valucs which would be lost if it was felt 
that they had to bhecome like Eastern 
Luropean Jews.

JEANNE FLOWER TULIP 


Dutch Tribute to Late Guild 
Secretary

When I visited the home of Mr. 
Simon Domb in Edgware this week, 
he showed me a vase of large, deep 
mauve tulips of the Jeanne Flower 
variety, a new Dutch tulip named in 
1950 after his wife (who was. until 
her death in January, Secretary of the 
National Gardens Guild). 

Mr. Domb, who, accompanied by his 
sisters-in-law, Mrs. M. W. Domb and 
Mrs. Ben Domb, has just reiurned to 
England from Holland after conducting 
a party of over 100 Guild members on 
the 1954 tour, told me that the bunch 
of Jeanne Flower tulips had been sent 
to him from Holland, after his departure, 
in recognition of Mrs. Domb’s services in 
fostering good will between the people 
of Holland and Britain. 

During the tour members of the Guild 
laid wreaths on the memorial to the 
Duich Resistance in Amsterdam and the 
memorial in the Oosterbeck Cemetery at 
Arnhem, where Mr. Domb recited the 
kaddish over the graves of Jewish air- 
men. He also addressed a gathering in 
the Amsterdam Town Hall, where he 
made a presentation to the Burgomasier 
and relatives of members of the Dutch 
Resistance Movement.

SAVOURY FISH SAUCES 


_ A savoury sauce makes a really appetis- 
ing dish of plain, seamed, or baked fish, 
or fish pudding or pie. 


Foundation Sauce 


Melt | oz. margarine, stir in 1 oz. flour 
smoothly, then add pi. milk 
(or milk and fish stock), stir tll boiling, 
summer for 2 or 3 minutes, then a 
seasoning and flavouring. 


Anchovy Sauce. Add 2 teaspoonfuls 
of anchovy essence, or 4 finely choppe 
anchovy fillet. 

Aurore Sauce. Add sufficient paprika 
or tomato purée to give the sauce a good 
pink colour. 

Caper Sauce, Add a tablespoonful of 
chopped capers and 2 teaspoonfuls of 
vinegar. 

Cheese Sauce. Add 2 or 3 tablespoonfuls 
of grated cheese and a liitl made 
mustard. Stir over a gentle heat until 
the cheese has melted. 

Egg Sauce. Add a chopped hard-boiled 
egg, a teaspoonful of chopped parsicy, 
and lemon juice to taste. 

Hot Tartare Sauce. Add the beaten 
yolks of 2 eggs to hot (but not boiling) 
foundation sauce. Mix well and stw over 
a gemle heat for a few minutes but do 
ma reboil. Add a teaspoonful each of 
chopped gherkins and parsicy, and a few 
drops of lemon juice. 

Mustard Sauce, Add 2 teaspoonfuls of 
dry musiard to the flour before blending 
with the fat, and before serving add a 
tablespoonful of vinegar. 

Mushroom Sauce. Skin and chop or 
thinly slice 2 oz. mushrooms. Cook in a 
luthe margarine in a covered saucepan over 
a gomle heat 10-15 minutes, then add to 
foundation saucc. 


Piccalilli Sauce. Add a tablespoonful of 
finely chopped mustard pickle 

Watercress Sauce. Add a tablespoonful 
finely chopped watercress. 


Sweet and Sour Sauce 


Fish stock, 4 pt.; vinegar, 2 tablespoon- 
fuls: finely chopped onton, 2 teaspoon- 
fuls; sugar, 2-4 teaspoonfuls ; margarine, 
14 oz.: flour, | oz.; sak and pepper. 

Mettr the margarine, add the finely 
chopped onion, cook over a gemle heat 
for a few minutes, then sti in the flour 
and cook -gently wll lightly browned; 
then gradually add the stock and vinegar. 
stir till boiling, add sak, pepper, and 
Sugar to taste. and simmer for 5 minutes. 


Wine Sauce 


Foundation sauce, 4 pt.; white wine, 3 
tablespoonfuls; yolk of an egg 

App the wine to the sauce and stir Gill 
boiling. Remove from the stove, pour on 
1o the lightly beaten yolk, and whisk 
lightly. Do reboul. 


CARE OF PLASTICS 
By BOUTIQUE” 


Plastics today, like nylon, have 
assumed a place in our household that 
is taken for granted and are practi- 
cally indispensable. We can hardly 
imagine how our parents and grand- 
parents managed to get along without 
plastic dishes. covers, kitchen utensils 
and the like. But plastic as a material 
is sO much a part of our everyday 
lives that we often forget that has 
to be treated with some care. 

Here are some do's and don'ts for 
plastic care: 

Don't put plastic articles in the oven or 
on a naked flame, a gas ring, of a hot 
plate 

Don't pui them in boiling water or pour 
boiling water in them unless the label says 
that the material will stand i. It is safest 
to use water that (he hand can comfortably 
bear, 

Do clean plastic articles with warm 
soapy waicr: Don't use harsh scouring 
pow der. 

Don’t put toothbrushes into hot water. 
The handle may be distorted and the 
bristles loosened. 


“NEW LOOK” BEDS 


Padded head boards are fashionable 
and give an air of comfort ; although 
they may not look so, they are easy 
to keep clean. 

If you have an old-fashioned bed see 
if the removal of head and footboard 
is possible to bring it up to date. Some- 
times you can saw off the taller end and 
reverse the bed to use the shorter one 
for a head panel. Cover head-board 
completely with a layer of wadding 
(2s. 6d.—-36 in, wide, obtainable by the 
yard): hx im position by tacking a piece 
of lining over it. Make the final cover- 


‘Ing to match curtains, bedcover or chair 


upholstery. 

To keep padded head-boards clean, 
shampoo with a detergent. Use the lather 
only on a damp cloth. Rub with a 
circular movement, then remove lather 
with a clean cloth, Allow to dry 


thoroughly.

LAG B’OMER 


By AUNTIE 


N the Sidra “ON which we read 
| two weks ago, we find the com- 

mandment concerning the Counting 
of the Omer. It reminds us of those 
far-off times when the seven weeks 
between Pesach and Shavuot were 
very happily filled with the gathering 
of the harvests. But later the people 
of Israe!| could not rejoice during the 
Omer days, especially under the 
Romans. when many brave men diced 
fighting for the Jewish State. The 
period of the Crusades also turned 
these days of gladness into sorrow. 

| know that you all remember the 
story of Rabb: Akiba, among whose 
students a plague raged unt! the 33rd 
day of the Omer. There are also 
other people that we like to remem 
ber on Lag BOmer, and one of them 
is Bar Kochba, the leader who gained 
the admiration of Rabbi Akiba. 

Ihe Romans were dealing ver\ 
harshly with the Jews, many were 
taken captive, others were martyred, 
and people believed that Bar Kochhba 
could save them. Many legends are 
told of his valour and courage. Even 
the Romans wrote about his great 
strength. They said he would catch 
the great stones slung by the Roman 
cutapults between his knees. and then 
he would hurl them back with his 
own hands, slaying. many Roman 
His whole spirit was imbued 

th only one idea, to free his people 
lrom the voke of the Romans. 


Bar Kochba’s Recruits 


Another story is told of how he 
would pick the soldiers who he 
thought would best serve the Jewish 
Every would-be recruit was 
ordered to ride on horseback at full 
speed, and while riding he had to 
uproot a cedar. sapling Only 
those who passed this severe test were 
taken into the army. 

[he enemy were routed time after 
time, and soon many fortresses and 
towns were back in Jewish hands, and 
the Romans were forced to leave. 
lhen Bar Kochba had Hebrew coins 
minted as a sign that the Jews were 
treed trom the enemy. One side oi 
the com had the Hebrew word 

Simon” (Bar Kochba’s name) and 
4 palm tree. the reverse side had the 
Hebrew words. “ The deliverance of 
lerusalem,” and a vine leaf 

Then General Severus. who was in 
Britain, was recalled by the Roman 
itmperor to take charge of the offen- 

ve in Judea. Gradually the Romans 
regained nearly all the forts they had 
ost and the position of the Jews 
became steadily worse. The last fatal 
hattle took place at Bethar [he 
Siege lasted a year, for food was 
| to the Town by secret 

nneis: but treacherous enemies 
revealed the exits to the Romans. 
who at once sealed them. the fort was 
deprived of food. and Bar Kochba 
sallantly lost his life in the fight. 


Simeon ben Yohai 


Another notable figure whom we 
remember on this dav is Simeon ben 
Yohai. He was one of the greatest 
scholars of his day and had studied 
under Rabbi Akiba. In the chapter 
of the Ethics of the Fathers that is 
read tomorrow afternoon. one of his 
most famous sayings is quoted: 
~ There are three crowns, the crown 
of the Torah, the crown of priest- 
hood, and the crown of the kingdom. 
but the crown of a good name excels 
them all.” 

Rabbi Simeon was sentenced to 
death by the Romans for carrying out 
the Torah, but he fled with his son 
Eleazer and took shelter in a large 
cave. They lived there for 13 years, 
and legend relates how a light illumi- 
nated the cave so that they might 
Study, and how date and carob trees 
grew near by to serve them for food. 
_At last they heard that the Roman 
Emperor had died and they were 
therefore free from. his decree. 


soldiers. 


cause 


Together father and son emerged 
from the cave and lived in Meron. in 
Galilee. Simeon’s saintly life made him 
greatly beloved, and when he knew 
that his last days were approaching he 
begged his pupils always to keep the 
date of his death as a day of joy and 
not of mourning. He died on the 
33rd day of the Omer. and thousands 
of people always make a pilgrimage to 
his white-domed tomb on the anniver- 
sary. Yesterday evening. on the eve 
of Lag B Omer, the people had 
already gathered and lit the traditional 
bonfire. 

Lag BOmer has been instituted as 
a Scholars Feast for all generations. 
If you were in Israel today \ou would 
be sharing fhe general holiday and 
remembering these ancient heroes. 
Many schools have a picnic in the 
helds. and when they sit down after 
lunch their teachers tell them the tales 
of these brave men. They will prob- 
ably play the ancient game of bows 
and arrows, and of “sides” 
(“Romans against “Jews”™), and 
the special songs they sing will. have 
the Lag B'Omer theme

It is nearly twelve vears since the opera 
class was formed unde: ihe direction of 
Mrs. B. Larkin. Hs first production was 
‘Trial By Jury Today. Mrs. Larkin 
is Sill musical director to the group- 
her husband has joined as ‘producer 

but many things have changed. The 
class is now olficially known as_ the 
Beaumont Operatic and Dramatic Group 
Gilbert and Sullivan has given way to 
the romantic and melodious operettas of 
S.iemund Romberg, lav:sh and brilhantly 
dressed productions with large choruses 
ngers and dancing girls. The 
Hall, which was once their theatre. no 
longer suffices ; productior . now run fo 

week at the People s Palace. and ih 
audi nces include hundt ds of old people 
who atiend as guests 6f the Club. The 
next production “ Oklahoma.” will he 
the most ambitious the class has yet 
undertaken Mis Bertha Peek. who 
taught the chorus girls the high-kickmeg 
precision dances required by the Romberg 
perettas, will now have to introduce 
them to the intricacics of modern. ballet 


Strenuous Rehearsing 


Fach production entails six months of 
strenuous rchearsing [he performers 
work with immense enthusiasm, from the 
youngest chorus girls to the “ veteran” 
of the class, Sidney Caplan, who joined 
at its inauguration, when he was 18, and 
has since played the leading role in every 
one of its. productions Ihe heroine's 
mart is often played by his wife (who 
sings under her maiden name of Irene 
Fisher): he introduced her to the class 
hefore they were marricd, and she 
remained to become one of is stars. 

Amateur operatic societies often suffer 
from a shortage of singers for leading 
roles. but Mrs. Larkin faces quite a 
different problem. There are so many 
good voices in her class that she often 
alternates important rdles between two 
singers at separate performances, so that 
they may, both have their chance. The 
only réle which is never filled is that of 
the prompter: he is not needed. 

Lest musical comedy should cloy, the 
class occasionally presents smaller enter- 
tainments of a different kind. The most 
recent of these was an intimate revue 
called “Green Room Rag.” | 

Visitors might consider Mrs. Larkin a 
hard task-master. She will interrupt 
stirring choruses again and again to 
corréct a note which an untrained car 
would consider quite satisfying. But 
her “treat-them-rough policy is fully 


justified. Her class has won a bie 
reputation; she ensures that it ts 
maintained.

Sins of Jezebel 


Another film of Jewish interest that 
has, as yet, failed to get the wide 
circuit bookings it deserves 1s Sins of 
Jezebel, an American production in 
colour which Exclusive Films showed 
privately this week The film ts 
studded with the most blatant and 
unnecessary anachronisms. To make 
Jehu the secret lover of Jezebel belies 
Biblical chronology—the two were not 
contemporaries . Elijah did not anoint 
Jehu : it was Obadiah and not Naboth 
who hid the Prophets: and Jezebel’s 
death was the result of Jehu's deliber- 
ate action and not, as depicted. agaist 
his true feelings. Allowing for this. 
I have nothing but praise for the 
Jewish spirit. underlying the entire 
action Ihe evil of idol worship ts 
demonstrated through moving speeches 
by John Hoyt as a fearless Elijah 
The scale of the theme ts strictly tribal 
in its scope. The weak and vacillating 
King Ahab is played by Eduard Franz, 
a star of the American Yiddish stage. 
while Paulette Goddard (née Pauline 
Levy) as the sinister Princess of a 
Baal-worshipping people (Paris- 
gowned !) suitably inveigling The 
general attraction of the picture lies 
in the fact that it does entertainingly 
capture, even if history is somewhat 
distorted. the broad facets of a famous 
Bible story.

KEEPING ISRAELIS 
FIT 
Health Expert’s Work 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. Emanuel! Ernst Simon, head of 
the Department of Physical Education 
of the Israeli Ministry of Education 
and Culture, has arrived here under 
the auspices of 
the British 
Council to study 
British methods 
of rehabilitation 
and physical 
training. 

He recently 
completed a 
four-month visit 
to South Africa. 
where he carried 
out research into 
problems of 
physical educa- 
tion, work in hot 
climates, and 
physical labour. 

Dr. Simon told me in an interview 
ihat the Department, which was con- 
cerned with the training of teachers and 
instructors in aiding sports organisations, 
wus at present busily engaged in building 
the Wingate Instuuie for Physical Educa- 
ton. The Institute was being erecied 
near Natanya and would probably be 
completed by Rosh Hashana. Research 
and practical work in physical education. 
which also includes problems associated 
with sport and labour in hot climates. 
was being carried out at a number of 
centres. This work would now be more 
centralised. A precise system of physical 
education throughout the country would 
be introduced after the completion of 
the Institute. 

Ihe health of the population, Dr. 
Simon assured me, was remarkably good. 
Shortage of food in the country two or 
ihree years ago had not affected the 
health of the population, he said. 

Dr. Simon, who is a physician. was 
born in Germany and emigrated to Israec! 
in 1924 He has been a teacher at the 
Hebrew University and is the author of 
several books on physical education and

Blue-box Drive Next 
Month 


At a meeting convened recently by 
Mr. S. Gestetner, President, to call the 
attention of Anglo-Jewry to the tradi- 
tional symbol of the Jewish link with 
Isracl, 1t was decided by the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the J.N.F. to 
hold a National Box Month in June. 

Blue Box Month will mean the 
mobilisation of many hundreds of 
J.N.F. workers throughout London 
and the provinces. 

At present, some 50,000 boxes are in 
use in Great Britain, 27,000 of them in 
London. They yield an average incone 
of £1 per box, By persuading Jewry 
io adhere to the principle of “a shilling 
per week for the Blue Box,” this 
hgure. says the J.N.F., could be raised 
by at least 150 per cent. 

Together with the yield from new 
hoxes, this would increase Blue Box 
income from nearly £50,000 per year to 
90.000 

in addition to its educational function 
as a means of keeping Jewishness within 
the home, and m traming children to a 
sense of dedication towards Isracl. it 
it could also be made the largest singic 


source of income for the J.N.F

UNIVERSITY NEWS 


The Oxford University Jewish Society 
made its biennial visit to Cambridge on 
Sunday. Speakers who have addressed 
the Society recently have included Mr. 

Roth on “Some Jewish Scally- 
wags ; Rabbi Dr. L. Jacobs on “ Human 
and Divine Revelation, a New Approach 
to Traditional Judaism": and Professor 
Leon Roth on “ Albert Camus—a Con- 
temporary Moralist:”’ 


The Cambridge University Jewish 
Society was addressed last week by Dr 
N. Wieder on “ Ritualisation of Study.” 


The University of London Jewish 
Union Society was addressed on Sunday 
by Major James, of Wormwood Scrubs 
Prison, upon the subject of “ The English 
Prison System.’ The speaker com- 
mented on the small number of Jewish 

risoners and stated that the number 
had fallen considerably in recent years 
He was especially impressed by the 
absence of Jewish young people in prison. 
and in his view this was duc to a better 
home life and parental discipline.

SECURITY COUNCIL TALKS POSTPONED 
Problem of Jordan’s Obligations 


From oar U.N. Correspondent 


New York 

Tuesday's meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council, convened to enable 
delegates to resume the debate on the 
Isracli-Jordan dispute, was postponed 
sine die by Sir Pierson Dixon, the 
President of the Council. 

His decision is believed to have been 
made because of Jordan's refusal to 
accept in advance the obligations of 
pacific settlement provided in the 
U.N. Charter. 

The Council is faced with a dilemma. 
It fears that Jordan, a non-member of 
the United Nations, might walk out of 
the Security Council! chamber if it is 
compelled to accept in advance a pacific 
settlement: at the same time it feels that 
the whole structure of the U.N. security 


system might be undermined if it did not 
insist on Jordan accepting the provisions 
of the Charter. 

The Israclis point out that if, as Sir 
Pierson maintains, the Council is con- 
sidering a complaint by Jordan (though 
its resolution was submitted by Lebanon), 
it is incumbent on that country to accept 
in advance the Council's decision, as 
required by the Article governing the 
obligations of non-members filing com- 
plaints. 

On Israel formally chal- 
lenged the legal basis of Jordan's partici- 
pation in the Council's deliberations. In 
memorandum submitted to Sir Pierson 
for circulation to Council members, Mr. 
Bhan, the chief Israeli delegate, con- 
tended that unicss Jordan stated in 
advance that it would accept the obliga- 
tions of pacific settlement of disputes, 
Jordan's complaint could not legally 
appear on the agenda of the Council. 


NEW ARMISTICE TREATY 
PROPOSED 


Recommendations of American 
Diplomatists

ISTANBUL 

Meeting here last week under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Henry Byroade, 
the U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
for Near Eastern Affairs, 13 American 
diplomatists accredited to Middle 
Fastern Governments recommended 
that the United States, together with 
other interested Western Powers, press 
for a new armistice agreement between 
Israc! and the Arab countries 

Although no official statement was 
made after the conference, tt ts learned 
from American diplomatic sources here 
that the U.S envoys recommended that 
this new atiempt to case the tension in the 
Middle East be made outside the United 
Nations so as to avoid any action by the 
Sovict Union likely to interfere with the 
peace moves 

According to the same sources, it was 
reported at fhe conference that Iraq 
would not, for the time bemge, join the 
Turkish-Pakistan Pact, being unwilling to 
sever relations with the Arab League. The 
guestion of U.S. military aid to Irag 
was also discussed. and it was apparently 
agreed thet the volume of this assistance 
should be determined by traq’s willine- 
ness to join the regional defence system. 


‘FROM CHINA TO 
SWITZERLAND 


Aged Jews’ Resettlement 
From a Correspondent 


VEVEY 

After six years of waiting and frus- 
tration five aged, Russian-born Jews 
from China-—-Shanghai and Tientsin— 
found haven here this week in a 
beautiful and comfortable Home for 
the aged on the shores of Lake 
Geneva. Ten more are expected here 
soon. 

It took months of effort by govern- 
menial, inter-governmental, and voluntary 
agencies to get them out of China. 

Fhey were flown from Hongkong to 
Europe by the Inter-Governmental Com- 
mitee for European Migration. Mainten- 
ance in their new home is being provided 
by the Swiss Government and the Federa- 
tion of Swiss Jewish Refugee Aid 
Organisations, which runs the Home for 
the aged here. The “ Joint “ has just made 
available to the Home 245,000 Swiss francs 
(about £20,400) from funds provided by 
the Conference of Jewish Claims against 
Germany. 

The ‘plane bringing the five aged men 
and women to Switzerland stopped first at 
Israel where two other Jews from China 
alighted: they will make their permanent 
homes in the Jewish State. There are still 
about 800 Jews left in China, and the 
* Joint " is making every effort to find new 
homes for them in other parts of the 
world. In the meantime they are being 
maintained by the Jewish Community 
Organisation of Shanghai, with funds 
largely provided by the * Joint.” 


CHURCH CONDEMNS 
ANTISEMITISM 


The General Assembly of the Church 
of Scotland at Edinburgh on Wednesday, 
in the report of its Jewish Missions 
Committee, renewed its condemnation of 
antisemitism and called on ”™ faithful 
people to be on the alert to oppose any 
appearance of i in this country.” 

Presenting the report, the Rev. Charles 
A. Smith referred to the recent decision 
of a number of Jewish golfers in Glasgow 
who were planning to form their own 
golf club. He added: “ The Jews would 
not be likely to go to all this expense 
and trouble unless they had good grounds 
for believing that such discrimination 
against them as is alleged does exist.” 


BAN ON SEGREGATION IN 
U.S.A. SCHOOLS 


Jews Praise Court Ruling

New YorK 

The ruling of the United States 
Supreme Court outlawing racial segre- 
gation in State and public schools has 
been praised by leading American 
Jewish organisations. 

In a statement issued here, Dr. 
Israel Goldstein, the President of the 
American Jewish Congress, recalled 


Justice Frankfurter 


that his organisation had, for several 
years, participated in the fight for 
legislation prohibiting segregation. 

he Supreme Court’s decision was 
unanimous. The Court has nine mem- 
bers, including one Jew—Justice Felix 
Frankfurter. He has been a member of 
the Court since 1939. 

Spokesmen for several national Jewish 
organisations have urged the U.S.A. Con- 
gress to pass a Bill prohibiting passenger 
segregation and discrimination in inter- 
State transport. 

Racial segregation is widely practised 
on the railways and other inter-State 
communication systems in the Southern 
States, and is directed primarily against 
Negroes, who are restricted to special 
carriages or sections of carriages. 


CHILDREN BAPTISED IN 
FRANCE 


Mother Claims £1,000 Damages 


From our Own Correspondent 


PARIS 

A Jewish mother, Mme Georgette 
Glodek, has started legal proceedings 
against the Rev. Henry Brandreth, 
chaplain of the Anglican Church of 
St. George in Paris, whom she accuses 
of having baptised her two children 
last May without her consent. 

She is suing him for 1,000,000 francs 
(about £1,000) damages, and is asking 
for a court ruling that the baptism be 
censidered invalid. 

The children, Daniéle, aged six, and 
Fabien, aged four, are victims of an 
unhappy marriage which ended in 
divorce in 1951. e mother was granted 
legal custody of the children, while the 
father, who is a magistrate, received 
permission to take them out at week- 
ends. Mme Glodck gathered from her 
children that they had been baptised. 
She claims that she called on Mr. 
Brandreth and obtained from him the 
baptismal certificate.

FOREIGN POLICY 
APPROVED 


Government's Big Majority 
in Knesset 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

At the end of a debate in which 
American policies were sharply 
criticised, the Knesset on Monday 
endorsed the Government's foreign 
policy by 60 votes to 17. 

A separate resolution expressing 
concern at the proposed dispatch: of 
American arms to Iraq and recent 
statements by Mr. Byroade, the U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern Affairs, was approved by 60 
votes to four, with 12 abstentions. It 
was opposed only by the Communists 
and representatives of Dr. Sneh’s 
group, 

The resolution declared that the 
ingathering of the exiles was the supreme 
ideal of Israel; that the gates of Israel 
would, in accordance with the Law of 
Return, always remain open for any 
Jew wishing to live in the State: and 
that Israel would continue to encourage 
and increase immigration. 


Encouraging Immigration 

Mr. Byroade’s speeches, the motion, 
added, were not in accord with “ the 
traditional friendship between the Jewish 
people returning to their homeland and 
the United States.” 

Winding up the debate, Mr. Sharett 
said that Israel would continue to 
Strengthen its defence forces and endea- 
vour by every means at its disposal to 
encourage immigration and extend its 
colonisation efforts. These aims would 
be achieved first and foremost by the 
efforts of the people of Isracl—though 
with the help of Diaspora Jewry. Intensi- 
fication of these efforts and willing 
acceptance by Israelis of their severe 
obligations would result in greater partici- 
pation by Jews abroad. 

The Premier welcomed recent declara- 
tions by Mr. Dulles, the United States 
Secretary of State, on American deter- 
mination to maintain friendly relations 
with Israel. But these declarations had 
not removed the anxieties caused by Mr. 
Byroade’s statements Mr. _Dulles’s 
remarks must be considered by Israel in 
the light of .the decision of the American 
Government {to supply arms to Arab 
countries, which, Mr. Sharett asserted, 
were bent on the annihilation of the 
Jewish State. 


MR. DULLES’S ASSURANCE 
From our Correspondent 


WASHINGTON 

Mr. Dulles, the U.S.A, Secretary of 
State, last week assured Mr. Eban, the 
Israeli Ambassador here, that the 
United States desired to continue its 
friendly relations with Israel. He 
asked Mr. Eban to convey to his 
Government that American friendship 
toward Israel would not diminish. 

Mr: Eban later told the press that he 
discussed with Mr. Dulles the recent 
Statements. on Isracl made by - the 
Assistant Secretary of State, Mr. 
Byroade. He was given an assurance by 
Mr. Dulles that notwithstanding Mr. 
Byroade’s remarks the United States had 
no intention of altering its cordial rela- 
tions with Israel. 

The Ambassador appeared to be quite 
optimistic when he left Mr. Dulles’s 
office. He said it was his impression that 
the Secretary of State considered Isracl's 


friendship of great importance to the 
U.S.A.

ISRAELI DOCTORS’ THREE-DAY STRIKE 
Demand for Salary Increases Rejected

JERUSALEM 

Nearly 3,000 doctors employed by 
public bodies in Israel began a three- 
day strike on Ttesday in protest 
against the Government's refusal to 
discuss their demands for salary 
increases. 

Doctors in private practice struck 
for two hours on Wednesday morning 
to demonstrate their sympathy for 
their colleagues. At that time all 
Isracli physicians, numbering 3,900, 
were on strike, 


Arrangements to maintain a skeleton 
service for urgent cases were mace by 
the doctors. Nevertheless, Magen David 
Adom, itself working under difficulties, 
was called on to deal with hundreds of 
additional paticnts. 

The dispute between the doctors and 
the authorities began early this year 
when the Medical Association asked for 
increases for doctors employed by the 
Government, municipalities. Kupat 
Cholim (the Histadrut Sick Fund), 
Malben. and Hadassah. The Govern- 
meni rejected the demand, and this 
resulted in a one-day warning strike. The 
Premier intervened in the depute and 
the Cabinet discussed the crisis on 
several occasions, but it refused to begin 
negotiations, The doctors therefore 
arranged this week's three-day strike. 
They have issued a warning that unless 
they receive a satisfactory reply from the 
Government, they will strike again on 
June | and stay out until action its taken 
io meet their demands 


Salaries of doctors range from [£17 
to [£350 per month, inc uding Cost-of 
living allowances, which account fos 
over half the total, bur excluding famin 
allowances. The doctors argue that ho 
salaries are not only incommensyr 
with their services, but also insuffic - 
to enable them to make a livelihood 

The Government says that budgets 
considerations make salary increases out 
of the — this year. It maintaip 
that if doctors’ salaries are raised ote 
Government employees, Particular] 
higher grade civil servants whose salaries 
are acknowledged to be low. will imme 
— put forward wage claims. Thi 
would cause more strikes a 
budget. 

The Cabinet has made strenuous effors 
this year to break the vicious circle of 
rising Salaries and prices and. for the 
first time since’ 1951, there was no 
increase last month in the cost-of-livig 
index. 

While. recognising the Government's 
difficulties, the Medical Association 
claims that doctors are worse off than 
any other professional group. The 
Histadrut is supporting the Cabinet op 
this issue and has threatened to eXpe! 
the Medical: Association, which 
affiliated to the Histadrut, for disregard. 
ing instructions. 

Should the doctors carry: out their. 
threat to strike next month, more detailed 
arrangements will be made to ensure thas 
Sick Persons Feceive essential treatment. 


According to a J.T.A. report from 
Tel Aviv. the Histadrut has Suspended 
1,500 strikers employed by the Kupat 
Cholim.

Funds thus raised for the Federation 
would be utilised to foster secondary, 
technical, and higher education for 
Sefardi Jews principally in Isracl, but also 
in places in the Diaspora where education 
is being provided in preparation for 
emigration to. Israel. 

A resolution was also adopted layour- 
ing collaboration with all Jewish organ 
sations, such as the Alliance Israciite 
Universelle and Ort, which are engaged 
similar work, particularly vocational 
training. The Federation plans to extend 
the scope of such work and to provide 
assistance through scholarships. 

The Israeli Government and the Jewish 
Agency were strongly urged by the com 
gress to liquidate the ma’abarol as soo! 
as possible. 

A controversy about the proportion © 
seats on the Executive between israes 
representatives and those from 
Diaspora was settled, it being agreed (e' 
the future Executive would comprise fee 
Israclis and 20 members from other 
countries.
